NATIONS LOV 


FINDS EXPRESSION. 


Thousands Honor Name 
of Washington, 


Impressive Rites Observed by 
Masons and Red Mea, 


President and Senator Depew Pay 
Inspiring Tributes. 


Centennial Anniversary Fittingly Re- 
membered at New York and Phila- 
delphia—Fruition of a Long- 

Cherished Idea.

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—With sol- 
emn pomp and circumstance, with cere- 
monies beautiful, impressive and ap- 
propriate, in the presence of a distin- 
Suished assemblage and in the full 
splendor of ideal autumn weather, the 
centennial of the death of George 


Washington was commemorated today 


at Mount Vernon. That Mount Ver- 
non should have been selected as the 
scene of the exercises was peculiarly 
fitting. There it was that the happiest 
incidents of Washington's life occurred. 
In other parts.he endured his trials, on 
other fields he won his triumphs; but 
there, surrounded by those whom best 
he loved were spent the restful, quiet, 
studious hours of his life. There it 
was, too, that he sickened and died, 
and there all that was mortal of him 
was laid to eternal rest in a mausoleum 


overlooking a broad sweep of the pic-. 


turesque Potomac. 

Today's ceremonies were elaborately 
planned and suctessfully carried to 
fruition. They were conducted by the 
Masonic bodies and by the Red Men of 
the United States. The movement for 
the day’s observance originated in 1893, 
with the Grand Lodge of Masons of the 


State of Colorado, the proposition be-— 


ing made by Most Worshipful William 
D. Wright, Grand Master of Colorado, 
who was present to witness the earrying 
into effect of his long-cherishéed idea. 
Charge of the ceremonies incident to 
today’s commemoration was placed in 
the hands of the Masons of Virginia, it 
being in the Old Dominion that-Wash- 
ington was obligated as a Master 
Mason, and there that he participated 
enthusiastically in Masonic work and 
observances. The officers of the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia and the membership 
of Fredericksburg Lodge, in which 
Washington was made a Mason anf of 
Washington-Alexandria Lodge, over 
which he presided as Worshipful Mas- 
ter, had the chief part in the duty of 
seeing that today’s observances were 
appropriate. 

That the duty was well performed 
was evidenced by the solemnity and 
beauty of the ceremonies, and by the 
immense concourse of Masons present. 
Thousands were in attendance from al! 
parts of the country, and almost every 
jurisdiction in the United States and 
a few foreign countries were repre- 
sented by some of the grand officers 
and members. The visiting members, 
many accompanied by the ladies of 
their families, congregated in Wash- 
ington early today and, escorted by 
the Masonic bodies of the District of 
Columbia, headed by the Grand Lodge 
of the district, made the pilgrimage to 
Mt. Vernon today by boat. The Vir- 
ginia Masons assembled at Alexandria 
and thence, escorted by Fredericks- 
burg Lodge and Washington-Alexan- 
dria Lodge, as bodies, proceeded to Mt. 
Vernon, also by boat. 

At 1 o'clock, President McKinley, 
himself an enthusiastic Mason, accom- 
panied by Secretary of State Hay, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Gage, Secretary 
of the Navy Long, Secretary of ‘the 
Interior Hitchcock, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson and Postmaster-General 
Smith, Assistant Secretary of “*the 
Navy Allen, Maj.-Gen. Miles, Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin, Secretary Porter, Assist- 
ant Secretary Cortelyou. Maj. John A. 
Johnson, and Senator W. A. Clark of 
Montana, Past Grand Master of his 
State, left Washington on a special 
electric train for Mt. Vernon, arriving 
there at 11 o’clock.. The Presidential 
party was greeted by Grand Master 
Duke of Virginia, and by him was es- 
corted to.the mansion. It was nearly 
an hour and a half afterward before 
all of the steamers bearing the Masonic 
bodies arrived. 

After the President and his Cabinet 
had reviewed them from a platform on 
the east front of the mansion, a pro- 
cession ‘was formed and moved, as on 
the day of Gen. Washington’s funera! 
December 18, 1799, to the old vault 
where the remains were first deposited. 
There, in the immediate presence of 
the grand officers of the various States 
and the assembled’ Masons, solemn 
funeral rites were conducted. | 

A solemn dirge by the Third Cavalry 
Band was followed by the invocation, 
pronounced by the Rt. Rev. A. M. 
Randoiph, bishop of the Southern Epis- 
copal diocese of Virginia. After music 
by an octette of the Grand Lodge of 
the District of Columbia, Grand Mas- 
ter A. A. ugsnand of Colorado de- 
livered an ora®Wion on the life and work 
of Washington, laying particular stress 
upon*js Masonic life and accomplish- 
ments. 

The procession re-formed and moved 
then to the tomb where the remains 
of Washington and those of his family 


lie now. The\tomb was magnificently 
decorated with flags and festoons of 
evergreens and flowers. Here the 


beautiful and impressive Masonic serv- 
ices were conducted. The Grand 
Masters of-the thirten original States, 
formed in line, facing the representa- 
tives of the other jurisdictions, the 


Cirand Lodge of Virginia and viS8iting. 


brethren standing in a semi-circle, fac- 
ing the entrance to the tomb. with 
joined hands. Prayer was offered by 
the Rev. G. H. Ray, D.:D., Grand 
Chaplain of the Grand Lodge of Vir- 
ginia. 

Then the Grand Master of Virginia 
called upon each of the jurisdictions 
of the thirteen original States. the 
jurisdictions of the Western States 
and those of Canada, Belgium and 
Nova Scotia, for messages and tributes 


~~ 


| sent by them, apd all responded. The 


Grand Master of the District of Colum- 
bia then déposited within the tomb 
the lambskin apron, as a token Of in- 
nocence; the Grand Master of Mis- 
souri deposited the white gloye as a 
token of friendship, and the Grand 
Master of California deposited § the 
evergreen as an emblem of the Ma- 
sonic faith in the resurrection of the 
body and the immortality of the soul. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, 
the following responses were made: 


The craft, “Amen;” all the Grand 
Masters, “Oh, Death, where is Thy 
Sting?’ The craft, “Oh, Grave, where 


is Thy. Victory?” 

Scores of beautiful wreaths and 
bunches of evergreens were then de- 
posited within the tomb, one of the 
most beautiful tokens, an immense 
wreath of ivy, immortelles and acacia 
blossoms, being offered by President 
McKinley. 

The processjon returned to the east 
front of the mansion, where President 
McKinley, introduced by Grand Master 
Duke, delivered the following ora- 
tion, as his tribute to Washington: 

“We have just participated in a 
service commemorative of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the death of 
George Washington. At the old home 
which he loved so well, and which the 
patriotic women of the country have 
guarded with loving hands, exercises 
are conducted under the auspices of 
the great fraternity of Masons, which 
a century ago planned and executed 
the solemn ceremonial which attended 
the Father of His Country to his tomb. 
The lodge in which, he was initiated 
and the one over which he afterwards 
presided as Worshipful Mastcr, ac-- 
corded positions of honor at his obse- 
quies, are today represented here in 
token of profound respect to the mem- 
ory of their most illustrious member 
and beloved brother. 

“Masons throughout the United 
States testify anew their reverence for 
the name of Washington and the in- 
spiring example of his life. Distin- 
guished representatives are here from 
all Grand Lodges of the country to 
render ceremonies as dignified and im- 
pressive as possible and most cordial 
greetings have come from across our 
borders and from beyond the sea. 

“Not alone in this country, but 
throughout the world, have Masons 
taken special interest in the observance 
of this centennial anniversary. The 
fraternity justly claims the immortal 
Washington as one of its members, 
the whole human family acknowledges 
him as one of its greatest benefactors. 
Public bodies, patriotic societies and 
other organizations, our citizens every- 
where, have esteemed it a privilege to- 
day to pay their tribute to his memory 
-and to the splendor of his achievemenis 
in the advancement of justice and lib- 
erty among men. His fair name, se- 
cure in its immortality, shall shine 
through countless ages with undi- 
minished lustre. 

“The struggling republic for which 


life and for which he ever freely spent 
his fortune, and which at all times 
was the object of his most earnest 
solicitude, has steadily been. wonder- 
fully developed-along the livres which 
his sagacity and fvuresight carefully 
br lon It has stood every trial, and 
at the dawn of a new century is 
stronger than ever, to carry forward its 
mission of Hberty. During all the in- 
tervening years it has been true, for- 
ever true, to the precepts of the Con- 
stitution which he and his illustrious 
colleagues framed for its guidance 
and government. He was the main 
architect, says Bancroft, the historian, 
and but for him the nation could not 
have achieved its independence; could 
not have formed its union; could 
not have put the Federal government 
into operation. 

“He had neither precedent nor pre- 
decessor. His work was original and 
constructive and has successfully stood 
the severest tests. 

“He selected the site for the capital 
.of the republic he founded and gave 
it the name of the Federal City, but 
the commission substituted the name 
of Washington as the more fitting and 
to be a perpetual recognition of the 
services of the commander-in-chief of 
the continental army, the president 
of the convention which framed the 
Constitution, and the first President 
of the republic. More than seventy 
millions of people acknowledge alleg- 
jance to the flag, which he made tri- 
umphant. The nation is his best eulo- 
gist and his noblest monument. 

“T have been deeply touched by the 
sentiments of his contemporaries, ut- 
tered a2 hundred years ago on the oc- 
casion of his death.” 

The President at this point quoted 
eulogies of Washington delivered 100 
years ago by Rev. Walter King at 
Norwich, Ct.; by Gov. Nathan Strong, 
at Hartford, Ct., and by John Adams, 
in an address to the Senate, and said, 
in conclusion: 

“The nation needs at this moment the 
help of his wise example. In dealing 
with our vast responsibilities we turn 
to him. We invoke the counsel of his 
life and character and courage. We 
summon his precepts that we may keep 
his pledges to maintain justice and 
law, education and loyalty and civil 
and religious liberty in every part of 
the country; the new as well as the 
old.”’ 

The President was interrupted fre- 
quently by applause, and at the close 
of his oration he was cheered heartily. 

The exercises at the mansion were 
concluded with a _ benediction  pro- 
nounced by Brother E. N. Calisch, 
rabbi of Beth Ahaba Synagogue of 
Richmond, Va. 

At 3 o'clock a delegation of the Im- 
proved order of Red Men, in charge of 
‘Great Incohonee Hon. George Green of 
Binghampton, N. Y., and Hon. Charles 
H. Litchman of Marblehead, Mass., ar- 
rived at Mt. Vernon to pay the tribute 
of 220,000 Red Men to the memory of 
Washington. He was one of the found- 
ers of the “Sons of Liberty,” back to 
which the Red Men trace their origin, 
through varying names. The chiefs to 
officiate at the tomb were selected by 
Great Incohonee Green, who appointed 
as master of ceremonies, Hon. Urban 
H. Hester of Ohio, Past Grand Sachem. 

After Chief Hester had read the call 
for the observance of the day, and 
Great Prophet Robert T. Daniels had 
invoked the great spirit, Acting Great 
Incohonee Litchmann pronounced the 
oration upon Washington. It was an 
inspiring tribute, exquisite in thought 
and diction, and quite worthy of Its 
great subject. 

He was followed by the Great Chief 
of Records, Charles H. Conley, with a 
beautiful message to the Red Men of 
the werld..In conclusion he deposited 
within the tomb a handsome silk flag 
on-a standard to which was attached 
four ribbons of the colors of the order— 
green, orange, blue and scarlet—respec- 
tively inscribed: : 

1799—George Washington—15899.” 

“Decembepi 1899." 

“Great Council United States.”’ 

“Improved Order of Reed Men.” 

The great wreath of ivy and red im- 
mortelles was then deposited within the 
tomb, as a “fit emblem in our belief in 
that immortality of the soul which 
rises superior to all the ills of Ife.

PROTEST OF LOS ANGELES AS8- 
SOCIATED CHARITIES. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch:] The Associated Charities of 
Ips Angeles complain against the 
sending of indigent consumptives to 
that city without providing sufficient 
means to care for them. A letter was 
received today by Health Commis- 
sioner Reynolds from Hannah Froves 
Bath, manager of the society, which 
asks the coiperation of the Chicago 
health department in preventing the 
transportation to California of persons 
who are a burden on that city, as 
follows: 

“We wish to call your attention to 
the criminal procedure of some of 
your physicians, who, under the guise 
of philanthropy, are entailing unjust 
burdens on other communities, and 
much suffering and distress upon the 
unfortunate victim of so-called ef- 
forts in their behalf. I speak of the 
common practice of sending invalids to 
a strange place without proper means 
of support; oftentimes without means 
of securing one week’s room and 
board—many have not even car fare to 
take them from the depot. This in- 
discriminate sending of these sick in- 
digents to this city and State has 
become such a burden on our tax- 
payers and charity workers that we 


feel compelled to enter protest that 
ought to be heeded. Not only 
this, but suffering and hardship en- 


tailed upon persons sent out in this 


way, is nothing less than crime, heart-. 


less in the extreme. 

“Our climate is very much  over- 
rated as a health resort, especially 
for lung diseases. In most any change 
is temporary benefit, providing there 
is plenty of financial backing to pro- 
vide all comforts and luxuries that, 
in a way, might take the place of home 
comforts; otherwise discomforts, want 
of proper food and cheérless and un- 
comfortable surroundings hasten. the

all affiliated labor unions to vigor-

DIVIDING HONORS WITH THE 
“POKER” DAVIS GANG 

When it comes to cappers and bunco- 
steerers, ‘‘Poker’’ Davis and his gang 
of smooth swindlers are not the whole 
.show. There are others, and their 
methods of imposing upon the credulity 
of human desires are even more repre- 
hensible. if possible, than those of the 
nimble-fingered card sharps. The lat- 
ter. prey upon the purse strings of those 
who are foolish enough to imagine 
that they can play cards, but the others 
who have recently been operating in 
this city play upon the hopes and fears 
of those who come here in the last 
stages of disease. 

The police say that there are at least 
two medical establishments on South 
Spring street, in the interest of which 
cappers are constantly in the field.

WHAT PERKINS FINDS 


HOUSE SHOULD APPROVE THE 


RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Senators Allison, Fairbanks and Ald- 
rich Incline to This View in Spite 
of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 


This Means Good Cheer for Californians 
Since There is New Chance to 
Fight the Jamaica and the 
French Conventions, 


Crumpacker of Indiana Thinks the 
Finance Law Would Limit the Ca- 
pacity of Bryan for Evil—Pet-. 
tigrew Downed. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) In the reciprocity clause of 
the Dingley Tariff Bill, under which 
reciprocity treaties with Jamgica and 
France have been drawn, there is a 
provision that the President may enter 
into these treaties within two years 
after the passage of the bill, and that, 
with other conditions complied with, 
such treaties shall become operative 
after being ‘ratified by the Senate and 
approved by Congress.” What “ap- 
roved by Congress” means in this case 
has never been decided fully. But, 
taking the common-sense _ view, it 


means that the treaties must be ap- 


proved by the House as well as by the 
Senate before going into effect. There- 
fore, in .order to have such treaties 
operative, they must be ratified by a 
two-thirds vote in the Senate, and 
approved by a majority vote in the 
House. 

That view has been held all along 
by some persons, but not until today 
was it recognized in such a way as 
to bring cheer to the Californians who 
are fighting both the Jamaican and the 
.._French treaty. Senator Perkins this 


morning came across this particular | 


provision in the Dingley bill, and at 
once went to work to seé what the 


leading men in the Senate thought 


about it. The Committee on Foreign 
Relations, it appears, has held that it 
and nobody else had to deal with these 
treaties at present. The members of 
this committee have been inclined to 
hold that the House had absolutely 
no say in approving the reciprocity 
treaties, and have met with scorn any 
suggestion that the House might have 
to approve also. 

Senator Perkins talked with most of. 
the biggest men on the Republican 
side of the Senate, and when he got 
through talking three men had agreed 
that it was their opinion these reci- 
procity treaties must go before the, 
House for approval under the provis- 
ions of the Dingley bill. These’ men 
are Allison, Fairbanks and Aldrich. 
These three men are probably the best 
, posted in the Senate on such matters. 
* Senator Allison’s opinion is particularly 
valuable. ~ 

The benefit of’all this comes from the 
fact that there is a better chance to 
fight the treaty in the House than in 
the Senate. When treaties go before 
the House for approval, they will. meet 
a peculiar situation. That the Demo- 
crats will vote against them is pretty 
certain. The Republican vote in the 
House is only about thirteen votes. 
There are six Republicans from Cali- 
fornia, and every one of these six men 
will hesitate, ‘at least in Senator Per-» 
kins’s opinion, before voting in favor 
of these two treaties, which reduce the 
duties on fruits and wine. There is a 
big kick from New England against 
the treaty with France on account of 
the reduction of duties on knit goods. 
Several New England Republicans, 
Senator Perkins thinks, would vote 
against that treaty. . | 

Senator Perkins was delighted with 
the outlook tonight. ‘‘We have those 
treaties beaten,” he _ said. ‘I don’t 
think they can go a two-third vote 
in the Senate, but if they do, we will 
have a chance at them in the House, 
and can beat them there, sure.”’ 

On the other hand, the Times corre- 
spondent tonight asked Representative 
Corliss of Michigan if he thought that 
California could defeat these treaties. . 

“Can they defeat them?’’ asked Mr. 
Corliss in apparent amazenient. “They 
cannot. Anything that the administra- 
tion sends to the Capitol this winter 
goes through. Mark that.” 

Senator Perkins today introduced a 
bill in the Senate authorizing the mint 
at San Francisco to coin pennies, 
nickles and dimes.

TREATY IN RE SAMOA. 
FULL TEXT MADE PUBLIC. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT] 

WASHINGTGON, Dec. 14.—The full 
text of the treaty negotiated between 
the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain for the adjustment of the ques- 
tions between the three governments in 
respect to the Samoan Islands was 
made public today. The treaty bears

A separate treaty was negotiated to 
cover the provisions for the settle- 
ments of claims in Samoa. It sets 
forth that three governments are de- 
sirous of effecting a prompt and satis- 
factory settlement of the claims of 
the citizens and subjects of their re- 
countries resident in the 
Samoan Islands, on account of recent 
military operations conducted there, 
and have concluded a convention for 
the accomplishment of this end by 
arbitration. The King of Sweden and 
Norway is made arbitrator, and he is 
not only to determine the amount of 
claims, but is to decide to what ex- 
tent each of the three governments is 
bound, alone, or jointly, with the 
others, to make good these losses. The 
nature of the claims to be adjusted is 
set forth in article I of this treaty, as 
follows: 

“All claims put forward by Ameri- 
can citizens or German or British 
subjects, respectively, whether indi- 
viduals or companies, for compensa- 
tion on account of losses which they 
allege that they have suffered in con- 
sequence of the unwarranted military 
action, if this be shown to have oc- 
curred, on the part of the American, 
German or British officers between the 
lst of January last and the arrival 
of the joint commission in Samoa, 
shall be decided by arbitration in con- 
formity with the principles of interna- 
tional law or considerations of 
equity.” 

There is also a provision to the ef- 
fect that “either of the three govern- 
ments named, with the consent of the 
others, previously obtained in every 
case, submit to the King for arbitra- 
tion similar claims of persons not 
being natives, who are under the pro- 
are not included in the above-mch- 
tioned categories.”

COLORADO’S PECULIAR SUIT. 
TO TEST DEMONETIZATION. 
. [A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 
DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 14.—A. W. 
Rucker, president of the Monetary 
League, left here today for St. Louis, 
where he will hold a conference with 
the Governors of Several States friendly 
to the free coinage of silver, relative to 
a suit which is about to be begun by 
the State of Colorado for the purpose 
of securing a decision by the United 
States Supreme Court as to the legal- 
ity of the demonetization of. silver. 
The General Assembly of the State 
passed a joint resolution authorizing 
the Governor to take steps to bring this 
question before the Supreme Court. 
The suit against the government of 
the United -States will be begun by an 
action in Denver. The United States 
Monetary League will give the State 
of Colorado as a present a solid silver 
brick of the purest metal of 100 ounces 
and representing $100, at par ratio. The 
Treasurer of the State will then present 
the brick to the State. The State will 
send it to the United States mint at 
Washington, with the demand that it 
be coined into 100 silver dollars. ;

HAVE THAT RIGHT. 


Head of Los Angeles Government Be- 
lieves That Street Superintendents 
are not So Skilled or Experi- 
enced as City Engineers. 


Discussion of the Vrooman Act the 
Chief Event of the Meeting of Rep- 
resentatives of the California 
Municipalities Yesterday. 


Raisin Industry Discussed Before the 
_ Horticultural Convention—McDaniel’s 
Story Corroborated—Petroleum 

Discovered at Terminus. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—‘‘Meth- 
ods of Street Improvement” was the 
subject discussed by the representa- 
tives of California municipalities at 
the session of the convention in Pioneer 
Hall this morning. Many ideas were 
expressed by the mayors, city attor- 
neys and other municipal officials, the 
discussion proving particularly in- 
structive to those who regard the mat- 
ter of street improvement as one of 
the most important of modern munici- 
pal problems. The discussion centered 
about the Vrooman Street-improve- 
ment act, and the consensus of opin- 
ion was that the act was ineffective. 
In the absence of Mayor Phelan the 
meeting was presided over by First 
Vice-President J. W. Richards of 
Berkeley. 

The first paper presented was by 
City Attorney W. A. Beasley of San 
José on “Taxation for Street Im- 
provements.” Beaseley’s paper precip- 
itated quite a discussion, the delegates 
telling of their varied experiences un- 
der the terms of the act. Mayor Fred 
Eaton of Los Angeles told how the 
law had worked in the southern me- 
tropolis. 

“One trouble,’”’ said Mayor Eaton, “‘is 
that men who happen to have a pull 
are put in charge of the work in many 
cases. I think the city engineers should 
have charge of the work instead of the 


street superintendents, because they 


are more skilled and experienced. I 
do not believe in abandoning the right 
of protest, because very often the con- 
tractors will carry through jobs for 
their own benefit, and the _ people 
should be allowed their right of pro- 
testing against such jobs.”’ 

Jacob Hutchinson of Palo Alto asked 


if the Vrooman act might not be. 


amended along the lines of the Los An- 
geles charter. 

_ Mayor Eaton replied that it would be 
an excellent idea, as the Los Anges 
charter had worked well. 

Joseph §. Pinney, president of the 
Toard of Trustees of Fresno, advised 
that each city should ascertain at the 
beginning of the year how much would 
‘be needed for street work, making it 
a part of the tax levy and creating a 
special fund for the purpose. The dis- 
cussion was terminated by Joseph 


- Hutchinson, who moved that the chair- 


man appoint a special committee to 
draft a new bill for street work, to 
be presented to the next Legislature. 
This motion was unanimously adopted. 

The subject of municipal licenses was 
brought up by Mr. Hale of Martinez, 
bag introduced the following resolu- 

on: , 

“Resolved, that the Legislative Com- 
mittee prepare a bill, the purpose of 
which will be to exempt the zeneral 
business enterprises within incorpo- 
rated cities from the payment of 
licenses to the counties.’”’ The reso- 
lution. was’ referred to the committee.

THE STATE’S INDUSTRIES. 
FRUIT-GROWERS’ CONVENTION. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Dec. 14.—This morning's 
session of the horticultural convention 


was one of great interest, not only to. 


the members, but it means much for 
the agriculture of this State. 

Theodore Kearney of Fresno, presi-, 
dent and general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Raisin Growers’ Association, 
opened the discussion. His subject 
was “The Raisin Industry’’—review of 
the season's output and codperation 
of codperative organizations, fruitful- 
ness, varieties of fruits to be 
encouraged, etc., and codédperation 
among the farmers as applied to the 
raisin industry. This address was a 
masterly summary of the history of the 
grape in California, with special ref- 
erence to the raisin. He showed the 
period of terrible depression, and 
stated that in two years there was a 
loss in Fresno county of well on $2,- 
000,000 through the depression in the 
industry. Then the growers got to- 
gether and formed their combination. 
They control 75 per cent. of the total 
product, and growers are prosperous 
and contented and Fresno county is 
prosperous. The address made a pro- 
found impression. 

A committee was appointed to look 
after the publication. of the pamphlet 
which will be distributed free to the 
fruit-growers of the State. The ad- 
dress of A. H. Naftzger of Los Ange- 
les will also be printed in the same 
pamphlet, not less than 20,000 copies 
to be issued. 

A resolution protesting against any 
reciprocity treaty with Jamaica, France 
or elsewhere which will injure the 
fruit industry of the State was offered 
and went to the committee. A resolu- 
tion protesting against the adultera- 
tion of food products, olive oil, wine, 
etc., was offered and went to the same 
committee. This announces as the 
sense of the convention that Congress 
should enact laws against food adul- 
teration, as such practice will not only 
ruin California’s great agricultural in- 
dustries, but those of the entire coun- 
try as well. There seems to be no 
doubt of the adoption of both resolu- 
tions and they will be sent to Cali- 
fornia’s representatives in Congress.

OIL AT TERMINUS. 
PETROLEUM SPRING FOUND. 
[A. P. DAY REPORTY 
STOCKTON, Dec. 14.—Report of the 
discovery of a substance supposed to 
be petroleum was brought to town 
by Deputy Sheriff Dougherty of Ter- 
minus. Terminus is a river landing in 
the extreme northwestern part of this 
county. A high levee along the river 
protects the country from overflow. The 
oil comes out of the ground on the 
inner side of the levee and at its foot, 
in the form of a spring right at the 
landing. It oozes up pure—that is, 
there is no water or earth with it— 
and trickles down into the drainage 
ditch alongside the levee, where it 
floats on top of the water, seeping into 

the ditch from the river. . 

The springs were discovered five 
years ago, but no attention was paid 
to the matter until the recent discov- 
ery of oil in the region of Fresno. Four 
men who claim to know a good deal 
about oil wells have examined the 
spring and pronounce the flow to be 
petroleum.

RELIGIOUS TOLERATION. 


BISHOP MONTGOMERY READS A 
PAPER ON THAT SUBJECT. 


Prominent Members of the Clergy, 
Business and Professional Men Meet 
as the Guests of the Newman b. 
‘Members of Various Faiths Find 
Much in Common.

In in- 
troducing Bishop Montgomery he took 
occasion to thank the other members of 
the clergy for their presence, saying 
that it was the purpose of the club to 
do what it can to bring them closer in 
touch with each other in the work they 
are trying to accomplish. 

The patriotism of Bishop Montgomery 
is known to all who know, or know of, 
him, and he prefaced his address with 
a short speech upon the duty which 
every citizen owes to his country. He 
declared that although men may differ 
in religion and in other things, there 
should be one thing in which all be- 
lieve, and that is our country. He said 
the effort of every good citizen should 
be to maintain the government by unit- 
ing the best elements for its support 
and thereby securing the best govern- 
ment. He asserted that since he be- 
came a priest he had never knowingly 
uttered a word to wound charity and 


anything that wounded, it would not

thought: at the very time that it was 


be intentional, for he considered that 
the great need of all people was not to | 
wound, not to quarrel, but to lay asiae | 
the things which weaken and under- | 
mine, which tend to destroy good will 
and to strive to elevate mankind. Then | 
taking up his subject, “Religious Toler- . 
ation,” he said in part: 

“When the matter of religious toler- 
ation is in question, it too often hap--| 
pens that we seem to think--we are’) 
called. upon to. go back into the past | 
and fight over again old battles that 
should not have heen fought in the 
first instance. © The shortest way ta 
right a wrong is to confess the wrong 
and work on lines other than those 
that led to it. When the world has 
moved on, not in time only, but in the 
conception of many things that affect 
us vitally, and with the biblical injunc- 
tion before us, ‘that sufficient for the 
day is the evil thereof,’ we should real- 
ize that we always have enough to do 
in attending to present wants, and 
should ‘let the dead past lie quiet with 
its dead.’ Besides, God has long since 
settled accounts with those ages, ren- 
dering to every one according to his 
works. 

“If we are capable of rising to the 
plane where our duties lie, we should 
believe that those duties look to the 
present and to the future, not to the 
past. 

‘It is true that wisdom, throughout 
life, admonishes us to profit by our 
own mistakes, and the mistakes of 
others, and in this sense only is it 
profitable to dwell upon that, part.of 
the past which has served to alienate 
brethren from one another, with a 
view of uniting them under a common 
banner of truth and charity. It is 
largely by this method of using the 
best and leaving off the worst and 
worthless in the storehouse of the past 
that progress is made in all human 
things.

“I shall make a confession of the 


sins of my own religious denomination, 
and then quote some testimony on the 


subject, from sources that cannot be 
suspected of partiality to the Catho- 
lic church; and I shall do so not so 


much for the purpose of instituting a 
parallel between. her and other re- 
ligious denominations, as simply to 
show that wrong has been done on both 
sides, and that we, the children of 
those who did the wrong, should now 
endeavor by mutual consent to blot 
out the very memory of it. 

“The confession I wish to make Is, 
that in that past, for which none of us 
are responsible, many in my own de- 
nomination greatly sinned in religious 
intolerance, and so used the name of 
the church as to bring shame and dis- 
credit upon the whole body—for there 
is no tenet of the faith that warrants 
persecution for religious opinions, or of 
coercing conscience in religious belief. 
The witnesses called to show that sins 
of the same nature were committed 
likewise by others, shall be in every 
instance non-Catholic. And I wiil say 
once for all, I shall quote them solely 
for their historical value. I do not 
here subscribe to their views other than 
historical, and I adduce them simply 
because they reflect the consensus of 
historians on the question, and because 


being non-Catholic, they cannot be 
partial to the Catholic church as 
against other denominations. More- 


over, it will be seen that the arraign- 
ment they make is against both Catho- 
lic and non-Catholic. 

To an addition of Guizot’s Lectures 
on Civilization is appended a series of | 
notes by the Rev. Dr. C. 8. Henry, pro- 
fessor of history and philosophy in the 
University of New York, in 1846. In One 
of these notes Dr. Henry discusses 
at length the contention of the Catho- 
lic church for a teachifig authority in 
matters of faith, and that of private 
judgment on the part of non-Catholics 
as a crucial question between them. 
In this note he says: 

“It is the prevalent opinion among 
us Protestants that the Romanists are 
the only ones who put people to death 
on account of their religious opinions. 
Protestants should know that such is 
not the case.” And he quotes Calvin, 
Melanchthon, Cranmer and others for 


his assertion, and gives Fuller, Hey- | 


lin and Collier for historical witnesses | 
of its truth. He concludes the note 
with: “From the study of these facts 
the reader may-judge for himself how 
far the principle of freedom of mind 
in regard to religious faith was recog- 
nized or respected by the Reformers. 
“Lecky, in his ‘Rationalism in Eu- 
rope,’ volume I, page 51, says: 
"These considerations not 
make the Roman Catholic Church 
blameless, but it would palliate her 
guilt. But what shall we say of a 
church that was but of yesterday? A 
ehurch that had as yet no services to 
show, no claims upon the gratitude of 
mankind; @ church that was by pro- 
fession the creature of private judg- 
ment, and was_in reality generated by 
the intrigues of a corrupt court 
. . . and which the first explosion 
of private judgment had shivered into ~ 
countless sects, which was neverthe- 
less so pervaded by the spirit of dog- 
matism that each of these sects aSs- 
serted its distinctive doctrines with 
the same confidence, and persecuted 
with the same unhesitating violence 
as a church which was venerable with 
the homages of twelve centuries?’ 
“In volume II, pages 49 and 50, he 
testifies: 
tg ‘When the reformation triumphed 
in Scotland, one of its first fruits was 
a law prohibiting any priest from 
celebrating mass, or any worshiper 
from hearing mass, under pain of con- 
fiscation of goods for the first offense, 
of exile for the second, and of death 
for the third.’ 
“In Macaulay’s

“*%t required no great sagacity to

The wholesale way in which the city 
of Los Angeles is .employing special 
legal counsel again invites attention to 
the City Attorney's office, which is 
seemingly filled by men who are either 
over-worked or over-tired. In addition 
to the firm of Scott & Lee, which has

Produc- 
tions of Sheridan's masterly comedy, 
“The School for Scandal,” are of sur- 
passing interest in showing to us how 
finely and cleverly the playwright of 
olden times used a high quality of 
brains in the fashioning of plays, if for 
no other reason. This old comedy of 
patches and -powder, laces and bro- 
cadcs, persiflage and satire, lifts the 
auditor into an atmosphere that is in- 
spiring to the understanding, and 
deferential to human culture. The wit 
of Sheridan is as keen and polished 
as a Damascus blade, and while the 
comedy which was presented to us 
last night in its opening acts contains 
& surplusage of talk, the char- 
acters in the pictures have al- 
Ways something to say that it 
were worth while for an  audi- 
ence to listen to, and hence there is 
excuse for the saying of the fine 
speeches, for the rapier-like flashes of 
wit, and for that brilliant play of re- 
partee which makes this glorious com-- 
edy forever entertaining, and, despite 
its age, forever new. 

The production of the comedy at the 
hands of the regal Nance O’Neil and 
her company was, last night, close 
upon aée revelation. The charming 
actress and her support have. so ab- 
sorbed the spirit of the piece that they 
were enabled to offer it with those fine 
and subtle touches that one would 
hardly presume tp look for in an or- 
ganization playing a repertoire so 
varied in character. It is not too 
much to say that no play yet pre- 
sented has been given with better poise, 
or with more expertness, skill and 
intelligence than was “The School for 
Scandal’ last evening.

Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to Visit Admiral Kautz and 
Learn His Wishes—The Vessels to 
Be Open to the Public Tomorrow 
and Possibly Sunday. 


PACIFIC AT 


The baitleship Iowa and the cruiser 
Philadelphia, composing, with the 
Marblehead, now at San Diego, the 
Pacific Coast naval squadron, com- 
manded by Rear-Admiral Kautz, are 
expected to cast anchor off Santa 
Monica some time this morning. They 
may arrive before daylight, and may 
not get in before 9 or 10 o’clock, the 
time of their arrival depending en- 
tirely upon the speed which they have 
been making from San Francisco, 
which port they left Wednesday at 1 
p.m. As they have not been spoken 
since their departure from San Fran- 
cisco, and have not put into any port 
south of that city, it has been im- 
possible for the Chamber of Commerce 
committee here to ascertain just when 
they would arrive, and the committee 
has been basing its plans upon the 
usual time it takes vessels to make 
the run from San Francisco. 

In his letter to President Slauson of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Admiral 
Kautz stated that his vessels would 
arrive on either the 14th or 15th inst., 


and therefore if he arrives today he 


will be within the time given in his 
létter. He also stated that his ships 
will be open to the public on the day 

ter their arrival. If he arrives to- 
ay and has not changed his plans 
since the letter was written, the ves- 
sels will be open to Visits by the pub- 
lic tomorrow. Until he does arrive, 
however, and until he has been vis- 
ited by a committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce, it cannot be definitely 
announced just what arrangements 
will be made by him for the public 
inspection of his vessels. It is sup- 
posed, however, that the vessels will 
be open to the public tomorrow, and 
the transportation companies are 
making their arrangements on that 
supposition. All of the lines to Santa 
Monica will run a sufficient number of 
trains to accommodate the travel, 
however heavy it may be. Special 
trains will be run by the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fé railways, and the 
Los Angeles Pacific Company will 
more than double its service, if neces- 
sary. 

The vessels will not be moored to 
any of the wharves at Santa Monica, 
but ‘will lie off that: port, and can be 
reached only by smaller vessels. From 
the long wharves at Port Los Angeles 
the steamer Falcon and the tug Collis 


/ will be used to convey the people to 


and from the ships of war. The Ban- 
ning Company will have control of 
this service. In addition to the rail- 
road fare to .Santa Monica, visitors 
from the long wharf will be charged 
25 cents fare to and from each vessel. 
If a Visitor desires to visit the Iowa 
and pays 25 cents therefor, upon his 
return to the wharf an additional fee 
of 25 cents will be charged for con- 
veying him to the Philadelphia and 
return. It is probable that other ves- 
sels will carry passengers from one 


or both of the pleasure wharves to the 
war vessels. The Falcon and the tug 
Collis will tow two barges each, so 
as to accommodate a large number 

of people. A lighter will be moored 
to each of the ships of war, and the 
small steamers - will discharge their 
passengers on them, so that the pas- 
sengers will bt @ble to easily ascend 
the gangplanks. 

Mrs. Kautz, wife of Admiral Kautz, 
arrived here yesterday from San 
Francisco, and is now at thé West- 
minster Hotel, the guest of the family 
of Williamson Dunn. She will go to 
Santa Monica this morning to meet 
her husband.

If Admiral Kautz will consent. to

geles, a reception will be tendered him 
by the Chamber of Commerce. The 
time of this reception, or whether one 
will be held or not, will depend en- 
tirely upon the wishes of the admiral 
himself. For the purpose of ascertain- 
ing his desires, a Reception Commit- 
tee of the chamber will go to Part 
Los Angeles this morning at 9 o'clock, 
and, if the war vessels are in port, 
will visit the admiral. This commit- 
tee is composed of Messrs. J. Ss. 
Slauson, M. J. Newmark, E. F. C. 
Klokke and F. Q. Story. The com- 
mittee will report to the chamber 
later in the day what the admiral’s 
wishes are, and if a reception is to 
be held, will make the nec ar- 
rangements.

In the rooms of the Fresno Chamber 
of Commerce has been placed an or- 
ange branch from Reedley, 126 inches 
long, the result of one season’s growth. 

There are now on file in the Fresno 

County Clerk’s office articles of in- 
corporation of 123 oil companies, over 
one hundred of which have been in- 
corporated this year. 
' The present acreage of oranges in 
the territory about Fresno is estimated 
to be at least 5500. The most of these 
groves are young, the oldest having 
‘been planted nine years ago. 

The committee appointed to raise 


_ funds for the purchase of land and the 


erection of a hotel thereon at Ontario 
now has the money subscribed. The 
work will begin in a very short time. 
The people of Ontario intend that the 
hotel shall not be surpassed by any in 
the smaller cities of the State. 

A railroad about ninety miles long 
is to be built by the farmers of Co- 
lumbia and Garfield counties, Wash., 
for transportation of their crops.

CLUBS OF WOMEN, 


THE EBELL SOCIETY. 

The “social Thursday” meeting of 
the Ebell was held yesterdav afternoon 
at the clubhouse. The meeting opened | 
with an address by Mrs. Robert J.. 
Burdette on the subject of the work | 
that is being done by eastern clubs for | 
women. Mrs. Burdette noticed that | 
the most progressive women’s clubs | 
appear to have passed through three | 
phases—the phase of self-culture, the 
phase characterized by the desire and 
effort for culture for self and others, 
and the phase of service. Today, in 
these clubs we have an amalgama- 
tion of the three elements. One of the 
most hopeful sigrss of the times lies 
in the fact that women who have en- 
joyed the advantages of culture no 
longer look down upon those who have 
not, and hold aloof from them, but en- 
deavor to aid them. Mrs. Burdette 
especially alluded to the Pingree gar- 
dens at Denver, land turned over to 
needy women for cultivation on which, 
from an expenditure of $280, $3000 
worth of products had resulted. At 
Atlanta, Ga., the women scemed to 
have made the greatest strides in ad- 
vance. One of the most remarkable 
organization there, the City Federation 
of Women's Clubs, incluaes about 2000 
women, who exchange papers and 
ideas. The federation acts as an in- 
tellectual clearinghouse. 

Mrs. Burdette’s address was followed 
by a lecture by R. B. Baumgardt on 
the latest contributions to astronomy. 
The lecture was illustrated by stereop- 
ticon views, which were chiefly tele- 
scopic photographs. The moon, said 
Mr. Baumgardt, being much smaller 
than the earth, has passed rapidly 
through its evolution and arrived at 
the waterless and atmosphereless state 
which our earth will one day reach. 
The rusting of various substances is 
depositing the oxygen from our atmos- 
phere in the earth. The nitrogen will 
be absorbed in like manner. The ab- 
sence of air on the moon, and the con- 
sequent non-refraction of light there 
makes shadows so intense that one 
would pass from brilliant sunlight into 
densest night in going into the shade. 
The highest mountains on the moon 
rise 45,000 feet above their bases. 

While Venus persistently turns her 
dark side toward us when nearest us, 
‘Mars turns her illuminated side at op- 
position, and is, therefore, most easily 
studied. Mars is in process of losing 
its water. This is confined to the polar 
snow cap, and it has, therefore, been 
thought by some astronomers that the 
mathematically regular lines crossing 
the surface of the planet in a network 
are a system of canals constructed by 
some intelligent agency for the pur- 
pose of irrigating arid parts. 

- Jupiter represents a very much ear- 
lier stage of evolution than Mars. It 
is still partly self-luminous, and its 
very rapid rotation causes an extreme 
flattening at the poles and bulging at 
the equator.

out of them. The nebular masses in. 
the Milky Way are unborn solar sys- 
tems. Our telescopes reveal to us 
myriads of suns that are the centers 
of systems separated by millions upon 
millions of miles, and many nebulae 
that shall one day be solar systems.

‘NOTES AFIELD. 


NOTICE in several instances that 
] young orange trees are left without 

wrapping this fall. This simple pre- 
caution against heat, cold and electric 
winds, should not be neglected. Build- 
ing paper is one of the best kinds for 
wrapping, as it is porous, but will re- 
sist both heat and cold. One of the 
‘most convenient and effective devices 
for protection is the wrap made of 
yucca shavings. It is sold at very reas- 
onable prices, and it is questionable 
if the orchardist can wrap his trees 
as cheaply with old burlap sacks or 
paper if they were given to him as he 
can with the yucca wraps with the 
fasteners attached. Growers should not 
forget that the worst foe of plant life 
is the dry air in this section, whether 
the sun strikes the plant directly or 
not. Wraps conserve the cell-mois- 
ture in the trunk of the trees, and as- 
sist in the preservation of the vigor 
of the old and new tissues. Do not 
neglect the young trees, for once 
stunted, years may elapse before com- 
plete restoration is attained. 

. 

Excellent walnut oil has been made 
in very small quantities this season. 
It is the prettiest of all the oils, and 
delightfully flavored. With walnu's-se]l- 
ing at § or 10 cents a pound, hotvever, 
there would be but little of it made, 
no matter how much it would be in de- 
mand. Its manufacture is tntcresting 
only as an experiment. .Though wal- 
nuts be ever so cheap in the future, 
the oil can be made in perfection from 
only the highest grade of nuts. All 
others would convey their ranci] tasce 
and the oil would not keep well. The 
uses to which walnuts may be applicd 
are about all expolited, and the man- 
ufacture of oil for sale is not one of 


them. ; 


The commercial fertilizer men must 
not jump upon. the ‘horticultural 
scout” too hard because he dared to 
intimate that the blemishes noticed 
upon oranges so freely this renson 
might be from too richly feeding the 
trees. Be it known, therefore, that this 
portion of The Times is a ‘friend of 
Manufactured fertilizer, and advocates 
use on all suitable occasions. ut 
I believe that an orange tree can be 
overfed with either the rank elements 
of the natural soil, or with the arti- 
ficial article. Whether blemishes result 
from improper tree feeding or from 
some other cause, I would like to p1b- 
lish its origination. One  orange- 
grower tells me the mischief is done by 
@€ common orchard ladybug. He 
atched these bugs while feeding on 
he epidermis of a half dozen oranges, 
and then marked the specimens of 
fruit for further development. The 
bugs worked on the fruit in its very 
emallest stage, and afterward each or- 
ange was found blemished just where 
the bugs had been feeding. rhe coi.- 
gnon red, and the twice-stabbed Jacy- 
bugs have been posing as the orchard- 
@sts’ friends heretofore, but this seenis 
_ fo indicate that they are sailing 
around under false colors, 
s 
I notice in the California Fruit 
Grower of the 9th a picture entitled 
“Gathering Oranges in California.” 
The editor says: ‘The scene, while 
from a photograph taken in Southern 
California, is typical of every citrus 
- Producing section of the entire State, 
Stretching from Butte county to the 
Mexican line.” One could tell by the 
distance of the background that the 
picture was taken in Southern Califor- 
nia. “Gathering orange’ scenes in 
most other sections of the State are 
but they have perspec- 
ve, 


I find the orange-growers everywhere - 


becoming thoroughly aroused over the 
danger of the importation of the Mex- 
ican orange maggot, but a few do not 
seem to be concerned over the matter. 
Neither were the people of Massachu- 
setts concerned over the introduction 
of a few pairs of European sparrows, 
but now it has become the greatest 
feathered pest in this country. Like a 
great many other imported nuisances, 
it found the climate here exactly suited 


to its habits, and it proceeded to multi- . 


Ply into the billions. Without the in- 
stinct or good taste to migrate once a 
year, it has overrun the whole United 
States as far west as Kansas and Ne- 
braska at least. In the winter every 
house, barn and yard is teeming with 
_ these pests. They quarrel, and fight 
and rob each other; they steal from the 
@hickens, plunder every department of 
the farm and garden and are sworn at 
and execrated by all. A State, county 
and municipal bounty is placed upon 
their scaips, but all for naught, for 
they get more pestiferous every year. 
They never would have reached this 
country if some naturalist had not at- 
tempted to exterminate the wire worm 
by their introduction. A scientist of 
Massachusetts imported a few speci- 
mens of gypsy moth for the manu- 
facture of silk. By some mischance 
the specimens escaped, and it has cost 
the State millions of dollars in its ef- 
forts to exterminate the moth. It 
would never have gotten into this coun- 
try alone. But Boston seems to be a 
“Castile Garden” for the introduction 
of foreign pests and establishing them 
here upon a scientific basis.” Neither 
will the Mexican orange maggot get 
here by its own efforts, and no one 
should be allowed to import it in order 
to sell a few lots of miserable fniit. 
| 


I have three lemons before me with 
@ history. They were sent to the 
Times Office by a San Dimas reader. 
These lemons were found on the 
Minneapolis market, and mailed to 
San Dimas to show what Italy could 
do as a_ scale-grower. The trade- 
mark on the wrappers is that of G. 
Badalamenti & Co. of Palermo, and 
are shipped under the “Heart Break- 
ing Leave Brand.” This must refer 
to the dozens of big, lusty purple 
scale which were torn ruthlessly from 
_their tribe by the gentleman and com- 
pany with the bad-a-lamenty name. 
The trade-mark. the name of the 
shippers and the artistic wrappers are 
a sorrowful lot altogether, but they 
do not compare in that respect with 
the look of the lemons. They are

I was reminded this week that there 
is one horticultural fraud that I had 
overlooked—the Moorpark apricot. 
Now, I hope none of the readers of 
The Times are nurserymen, with a 
lot of this variety on hand. But, 
really, the Moorpark ought to have 
been discarded long ago, and if any 
one is still attempting its sale, or 
planting, he should be dissuaded. 
This variety is a rank grower, a shy 
bearer, and a good stovewood variety. 
Perhaps you have succeeded in get- 
ting an enormous crop or two from 
this noble variety (when it bears,) and 
may think it is a profitable kind. But 
it is not. By the way, more apricots 
will be planted in Southern California 
next spring than of any other kind 
of deciduous trees. But not of the 

Moorpark variety. 

The Times is receiving compliments 
on every hand upon the policy of ven- 
tilating horticultural impositions and 


.delusions. So far as I have noticed, 


this policy has not prevailed to any 
great extent in the press of Southern 
California. It is rather difficult and 
dangerous for the local press to jump 
on every thimble-rigging fad, or to 
correct honest misapprehension, or in- 
advertent collusion, as they affect the 
orchardist. Were it a matter of plain 
fraud, no one would hesitate, but itis 
not. Nurserymen are deceived, and 
orators at farmers’ meetings ensnared 
by plausible ideas upon varieties’ and 
kinds of, fruit-to plant for profit. We 
need more agnostics in this business. 
Censors on plantation would not do, 
for none could be appointed who know 
much more than the ofher fellow, and 
then the censors would trespass upon 
private rights and prevent fruit-grow- 
ers from enjoying the luxury of mak- 
ing mistakes. But The Times’ efforts 
in this line are not sumptuary, and if 
it should attempt to establish a col- 
lege for accrediting nurserymen, it 
would do so under the plea of discour- 
aging general profanity, the preserva- 
tion of order, and the prevention of 
crime. This might be called a serious 
joke. So it is a solemn joke for a quack 
physician -to give a fellow a deadly nos- 
trum through tgnorance of Gareéless- 
ness. But it can be easily disposed of 
by an undertaker, while the nursery- 
man's joke lives on from year to year. 
A. college from which nurserymen 
would have to receive license, and a 
Surety company through which they 
would have to do business afterward, 
would be a bonanza to Southern Cali-

Netional Quarantine. 
HE TIMES prints below the draft

present session of Congress for the 
regulation of foreign tree importations. 
It will be noted that the bill, as sub- 
mitted, makes express provision for 
quarantining trees, and all’ nursery 
stock by the national authorities, and 
also provides for quarantining by the 
State authorities, should the importa- 
tions prove infected. The. bill recog- 
nizes the interstate commerce law by 
placing no restrictions upon the nur- 
sery stock in transit, but provides for 
its interception by the State at the 
point of delivery, if it is found infested 
With dangerous pests. The Barlow 
Bill, which came near enactment, made 
the consular certificate and the clear- 
ance at the port of entrance supreme. 
It allowed no intervention by the State 
authorities, and importations once 
through the ports of entry could not 
be ‘intercepted, or even examined, and 
city, county and State quarantine laws 
would have been mockery under the 
Barlow enactment. A close examina- 
tion of the new bill demonstrates its 
fairness to national and State rights, 
and its fitness for the work required 
in placing a double cordon around the 
fruit interests of.the United States. 
It is very strange that the fruit- 
growers of California have allowed af- 
fairs to drift along so far without pro- 
tecting their fruit interests, and that 
no national quarantine laws have been 
enacted in behalf of the orchardists 
when so many effective Federal and 
State Statutes, and whole chapters of 
political code have been passed for the 
protection of cattle and other interests 
no greater than those of the fruit in- 
dustry. The Secretary of Agriculture 
has the power to strike an arbitrary 
line clear across the United States to 
quarantine against Texas fever, but 
wires the fruit-growers that he is pow- 
erless to prevent the importation of 
Mexican oranges, though known to be 
infested with the dreaded maggot. It 
is true, a bill for a national  fruit- 
quarantine law has been drafted at 
Riverside, and it will be advocated by 
the strovgeest men in the fruit business. 
But what profit is it to wait till infec- 
tion actually invades, and then close 
the doors by national enactment? Has 
not the laxity of our fruit men been 
phenomenal? California spent and lost 
enough money in the futile attempts 
to exterminate an insect pest from 
Australia to quarantine the whole 
United States during the entire period 
the white scale ravaged the orange 
orchards of this section, and now, when 
a worse pest threatens, the Secretary 
of Agriculture says he is powerless to 
intervene. Little is being done by the 
authorities of the State to exclude 
the Moreles worm, and only one little 
committee, of a commercial organiza- 
tion at that, is in active service in be- 
half of a national quarantine law for 
the protection of California’s greatest 
fruit interest.

HE FOLLOWING figures taken

O PROVIDE rules and regulations 
governing the importation of trees, 
plants, shrubs, vines, grafts, cut- 
tings and buds, commonly known as 
nursery stock, and fruits, into the 
United States, and rules and regula- 
tions for the inspection of trees, shrubs, 
vines, grafts, cuttings and buds, com- 
monly Known as nursery stock, grown 
within the United States, which become 
subjects of interstate commerce or ex- 
portation. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 


States of America in Congress assem- 
bled: 
Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 


for any transportation company, after 
October the first, nineteen hundred, 
to offer for entry at any port in the 
United States any trees, plants, shrubs, 
vines, grafts, cuttings and buds, com- 
monly known as nursery stock, unless 
accompanied by a certificate of in- 
spection by a government official of 
the country from which the exporta- 
tion was made, which certificate shall 
be made in the manner and form pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
certifying that the contents have been 
examined, and found apparently free 
from all insect pests and diseases 
seriously injurious to nursery stock, 
and fruit trees. In case any nurs*ry 
goods are offered for entry without said 
certificate, it shall be the duty of 
the collector to refuse to accept them | 
for entry, and shall not allow them to 
pass within the jurisdiction of the 
United States. And after the aforesaid 
date, October the first, nineteen hun- 
dred, all nursery stock imported in 
accordance with the aforesaid regu!a- 
tions shall be free from all inspection, 
quarantine or restriction except ‘such 
as may be provided by the State or 
Territory to which they are sent within 
the United States. 

Sec. 2. That whenever it shall appear 
to the Secretary of Agriculture that 
any variety of fruit, grown outside of 
the United States or District of Co- 
lumbia, is being, or is about to be im- 
ported into the United States or Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and such variety of 
fruit is infested by any serious injuri- 
ous insect or disease, which insect or 
disease is liable to become established 
in the United. States and injuriously 
affect any variety of fruit grown. 
therein, he shall have authority to 
quarantine against any such variety of 
fruit, and prevent the importation of 
the same until such time as it may 
appear to him that such insect or dis- 
ease has become exterminated in the 
country where such fruit is grown, 
when he may withdraw the quaran- 
tine, and this shall operate to rtlieve 
all such fruit fromefurther restrictions 
as long as the conditions of freedom 
from serious insects or diseases shall 


continue. 
Sec. 3. That all trees, vines, p'ants, 
shrubs, and buds, commonly known 


as nursery stock, grown within the 
l'nited States, may become s‘ibiects of 
interstate commerce under tke rules 
and regulations as hereinafter pvro- 
vided. The Secretary of Agricullure 
shall cause to be inspected iy a quali- 


fied eftomologist all trees, j;lants, 
shrubs, vines, buds, etc.. known as 
nursery stock, which are subjects of 


interstate commerce, and which are 
about to be transported from one 
State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, into another State or Ter- 
ritory or the District of Colurnbia. 
This examination shall be made at 
such time and in such manner “s shall 
be prescribed by the Secretarv «f Ag- 
riculture, and if such nursery s!ock 
is found to be apparently ‘ree from 
seriously injurious insects and Cis- 
eases, the certificate of the officer mak- 
ing such examination and fintioy shall 
be issued to the owner or owners of 
a copy of such 
certificate. shall be .attached to ard 
accompany each shipment, and when 
so attached to and accompany'ng shall 
operate to release all such nursery 
stock from further inspection cr re- 
strictions, except such as are provided 
for by the laws of the State or Ter- 
ritory to which such shipment is rade. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawtul for 
any person or persons or corporation 
to deliver to any person or persons or 
corporation or to the postal service of 
the United States (except for scientific 
purposes, or by permission of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture) for transporta- 
tion from one State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia, to any other State 
or Territory, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, or for exportation to any for- 
eign country, any trees, plants, shrubs, 
vines, or other nursery stock, which 
have not been examined in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 3 
of.this act. or which on said examina- 
tion have been found by the inspector 
to be infested with seriously injurious 
insects or disease 

Any person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration who shall forge, counterfeit, 
or knowingly alter, deface, or destroy 
any certificate of copy thereof, as pro- 
vided in this act and in the regulations 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, or shall 
in any way violate the provisions of 
this act, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
to exceed $500. nor less than $200, or 
by imprisonment not to exceed one 
year, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. 

Sec. 5. That the rules and regula- 
tions herein provided for shall be pro- 
mulgated on or before the first day of 
July of each year. 

Sec. 6. That the sum of $100,000. or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, 
appropriated out .f any 
moneys in the Treasury of the United 
State, not otherwise’ appropriated, to 
carry into effect the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 7. That this act shall take ef- 
fect on and after the 30th day of June, 
nineteen hundred. ;

THE ViNcYARD.. 


Revival of Grape Culture. 

VERY important enterprise was 
set afoot about two weeks ago by 
the filing of -the ' incorporation 

papers of the Rivérside Vineyard Com- 
pany. The corporation is capitalized 
with $150,000, of which $112,500 has been 
subscribed. Already a large amount of 
work has been done in the purchase of 
a tract of land. in letting contracts for 
plowing, planting and cultivating the 
vines, and preparing for the plantation 
of a large deciduous orchard. The pur- 
pose of the corporation is to grow fruit 
and grapes, mainly the latter for wine- 
making. The ‘new company has pur- 
chased the A. J. Stalder tract of 1350 
acres, lying two miles south of South 


.Etiwanda, and west of Colton, near the 


Southern Pacific railroad. Jhe land is 
sub-irrigated or sémi-moist in char- 
acter, and is in.a raw state with ‘the 
exception of thirty acres of Sultana 
grapes now cultivated.. 
The enterprise is being pushed for 
word as rapidly as possible. Contracts 
are let for planting 1250 acres in wine 
grapes of different varieties. One-half 
will be planted to Mission, 150 acres 
to Berger and the balance to other 
good wine-making varietics. The com- 
pany expects to have this large vine- 
yard in full bearing in four years, and 
will have it in the hands. of expert 
grape-growers, with ~lenty of means to 
make a success of it. The company 
has contracted the entire output for 
fourteen years to Charles Stern & Son 
of Los Angeles, at $10 per.ton. In ad- 
dition to the acreage run in vineyard, 
100 acres will be planted to apricots. 
Financially the new company .is very 
strong. It is composed of the follow- 
ing well-known men of Los Angeles, 
to whose names are added the invest- 
ments of each in the corporation: L. 
Harris, $20,000; Charles Stern, $40,000; 
Alfred Stern, $10,000; J. Stalder, 
$30,000; J. M. Elliott, $10,000; Ss. ‘ 
Woodbridge, $2500.

The Telegram's inquiry will apply 
with equal pertinency to California. It 
is an old problem and one which the 
State press takes time occasionally to 
discuss, but its solution appears to be 
2s far distant as ever. Shipment of 
eatern poultry and eggs into this State 
are made almost continuously during 
the winter months, and right here in 
San José they may be found in the 
market at any time between Novem- 
ber and March. Yet all the natural 
conditions essential to suc¢éssful poul- 
try-raising exist in the Santa Clara 
Valley. We have no freezing winter 
weather. The climate is mild all the 
year round. Water is abundant, and 
all that is required to make the busi- 
ness probable is that special knowledge 
and .attention which are requisite for 
success in any business. Why, then, 
do we have to send abroad for poultry 
and eggs? 

The trouble is, we think, that nine 
persons out of ten who undertake to 
raise poultry do so when the conviction 
that all that is needed is a yard and 
a few sacks of wheat. They expect to 
make money without any outlay, and 
without devoting their time and energy 
to the business. They would not think 
of opening a store, or of starting a 
newspaper, or of cultivating vegetables, 
with the expectation that any of these 
lines of business would run itself. But 
chickens—why, of course, anybody can 
raise chickens. | 

Every city and town in California of- 
fers a market for the poultry producer. 
There may be.a few weeks during . the 
summer when the market is dull, but 
as a rule the demand is active and 
continuous at profitable prices,

The Zebroi’, 


RIVAL of the mule comes to 

prominent notice in this country 
through last report of ‘the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, and the portraits of the new cr¢ss- 
breeds upon this page are reproduced 
from: the same publication by courtesy 
of the department. The name zebroid 
seems to have been coined by Baron de 
Parana of Brazil,, who presents it as 
the result of his experiments in cross- 
ing the common mare with the.zebra. 
The zebra used for this purpose is 
known as. Burchell’s. zebra’ (Equus 
burchelli,) which is the best known 
zebra at this time. It is a species 


‘| which is still common in.some parts of 


South Africa and- is being used in 
coach teams in the Transvaal. It dif- 
fers from the mountain zebra in being 
larger and stronger, with shorter ears, 
a larger. proportion of white, a longer 
mane and more horselike tail. The 
general calor ig pale yellowish-brown, 
the stripes being dark brown or nearly 
black. The record of this ‘zebra un. 
der domestication in the \ Transvaal 
stems to be very creditable to it. When 
hitched: up, they stand quite still and 
wait for the word to #0. ° They pull up 
when . required, and. are -perfectly: 
amenable to the’ bridle and are softer 
mouthed than:the mule. They never 
Kick, and soon give up their natural in- 
clination to bite when their fear. of 
injury is overcome. oa 

Such is the zebra which is to be the 
progenitor of an improved mule to be 
called the zebroid. It seems that the 
proposition to cross this zebra upon 
the common horse is not a new -idea, 
nor js the use of the zehra as a substi- 
tute for the horse a recent proposition. 
About seventy-five years ago the 
beauty and the horse-like behavior of 
the species. induced the suggestion that 
only a littlé skil] and patience were 
required to make thé animal availabe 
to man’s uses.® The fact'that the zebra 
is much better adapted: by its struc- 
ture and form to these uses than any 
of the wild asses led 40 the belief 
that the cross: with the horse would 
produce something better than the 
mule.—[Pacific -Rural Press. 

Sheep Feeding 
GLANCE at the Jatest annual 
live stock report for Nebraska will 

show.a large number. of Nebraska- 
fed sheep received at the South Omaha 
market. 

The sheep-feeding stations. where 
sheep are received from grazing re- 
gions and put into good conditica with 
Nebraska. hay’ and grain, are scat- 
tered all over the State, alfalfa regions 
being considered particularly devirabte 
locations for feeding. The sh2ep yards 
are just now filling up with sseep from 
the ranges, feeding being !ate this vear. 
There. will probably not be so manv 
sheep fed this year as ther were last, 
for last year was a very disastrous one 
for the feeders, owing to the high 
price. both of range sheep and curn. 
The greater number of Nebras'’sa. f-d 
sheep come from New Méyviro Many 
are also brought in from Utah. Wyo- 
ming, Montana and Oregon, and some 
from Colorado. These native western 
sheep have their own chara. leristies 
which have been wr odified by croszing 
with imported rams of various thor- 
oughbred strains. lamb: from 
native western dams have been reared 
on Nebraska grazing lan:is this sum- 
mer cnd-are now coming into the 
feed-lots to be fattened. ° 

The range sheep are usually shipped 
in by train from the west, but are 
sometimes “trailed in,” that is, driven. } 
Therefore a.through freight rate to 
Qmaha has been granted shipners witR 
a privilege of stopping over for feed- 
ing, with an additonal rate of $10 per 
ear. The stop-over privilege nas re- 
cently been withdrawn~ani the coxt 
of shipping to Market increased. 
Sheep are transported in doub!e-deck 
cars, a 36-foot car holding from 200 to 
300 range sheep, according to size. 
Sheep ‘trailed from the range and 
grazed along the route, often come 
into the yards in better condition than 
those brought in by train. A drive on 
the trail from Central New Mexico to 
Central Nebraska took six months, 
from June to November, and the flock 
came in in good condition.—[Omaha

Cattle for Klondike Market. 

STANFIELD & THOMP- 
SON of'the Butter Creek region, 
in their cattle sale, received some- 

thing like $8 each for 150 head of beef 

steers sent to Seattle. These steers 
were paid for to be delivered at the 
nearest railroad point, and are des- 
tined for the Klondike beef market. 

The pound price on the hoof was 5\4 

cents, and is claimed to be the best 

price ever paid for cattle on the hoof 


to Eastern Oregon cattle men. 
They were, of course, of prime qual- 


ity. The net receipts to each one of 


them are $70 per steer. Part of the cat- 
tle are to be delivered at ‘Echo on 
March 1, and the remainder on April 1. 

Everything in the line of live stock 
has brought remarkably high prices 
this year. Sheep are held at more than 
$3 apiece for ewes, and a buyer from 
Colorado recently came for 10,600 for 


shipment to the East. He returned 
home without a sheep. Before leaving 
he said: 

“IT cannot induce sheep men of this 
region to part with their bands except- 
ing at prices which to me are prohibi- 
tive. ‘Every sheep man whom I visited 
I found to be well supplied with all of

T. ELLIOTT of the stock-raising 
firm of Elliott Bros. tells us that 
"the demand for mules increases, 
buyers purchasing for Cuba as well as 
for Australia and Hawaii, and a Gal- 
veston contractor is looking every- 
where to supply an order from the 
British government for mules for South 
Africa. H. Hughson sold twenty a few 
days ago, and the Cranes of Turlock 
fifteen to a buyer for the Cuban mar- 
ket,‘and the remainder of the Cranes’s 
stock will go either to the same or one 
of the other purchasers. . The prices 
paid average $75 or higher. A bunch of 
180 purchased at Davisville last Satur- 
day by the Australian representative 
averaged $84.50. This gentleman repre- 
sénts a $25,000,000 syndicate growing 
‘gugar cane in various Australian col- 
onies. Balfour, Guthrie & Co., of San 
Francisco are their financial agents on 
this Coast.' \The Messrs. Elliott sold 
140 head to this buyer. Another bunch 
of 124 is on the Canty ranch. 

It is safe to say that there are now 
no surplus mules in the United States, 
the buyers, having swept the country 
during the last few months, and that 
prices will now go to $100, discounted 
only where large orders are placed.—

ENTOMOLOGY, 
The Gypsy Moth, 


HE: following account of the at- 

tempts to exterminate the gypsy 
™ moth in the State of Massachusetts 
is rather long, but intensely interest- 
ing to the fruit-growers of California, 
who have had such bitter experience 
with scale and other pests. Possibly we 
may have a similar experience with. 
the Mexican orange worm, if it is not 
halted at the border and kept out. The 
articie below is from an eastern paper 
in. close touch with the Agricultural 
Department of -Massachusetts: 

“Prof. C., H. Fernald of the State 
Agricultural College, who is an expert 
entomogist in the service of the Gypsy 
Moth Committee of the State Board of 
Agriculture, when they need his 
service, has just finished a thorough in- 
spection of the work of the committee 
this past season. He has been in a 
large number of the towns in the in- 
fested district to the north of Boston. 
He has had before him the foremen of 
workmen in the different towns, and he 
speaks with detailed knowledge of the 
work.of the season. This work closed 
unusually’ early . because ‘of the 
exceptionally good weather for outdoor 
work during the season. The practice 
is to apportion the money over the 
season, with the idea that a certain. 
number of rainy days will occur, ana 
so the work will occupy about so much 
time. But this season has been unusu- 
ally fair. 
of the appropriation of $200,00v. 

“Prof. Fernald is highly pleased with 
the success of the work, viewed in the 
light of an attempted total extermina- 
tion of the pest. He says that the ex- 
termination of the moth has been an 
immense probiem, and many experts 
have thought that it could not be 
solved. He says: ‘It is the most stu- 
pendous job of the sort which was ever 
undertaken. The State has put up a 
very plucky fight. This fight has been 
carried on so long qajd so far that there 
is no question whatever sscat the pos- 
sibility of the extermination of the 
moth. No one whe has mad: a study 
of the case has anf Aonger any doupt 
about our success. The professor - 
ferred to a large mfp of the infested 
district, which ;ndicated the intensity 
of the scourge by the depth of the red 
color with Which the infected spots 
were marked. The dark place‘, he said, 
showed whete there wore Millions of 
egg clusters Wien th® m2” was made, 
deposited on ts and .ocks. They 
have been so r by the workmen 
that it woule be impossible 
to find 500 of tegether anywhere. 
The work has@av¥ *eached such a stage 
that what occupies the time of the men 
most is not the destruction of the eggs, 
but the inspection of the localities in 
order to find them. Very great progress 


| has been made in the work during the 


last two years. ‘There is no possible 
question but that the moth can be ex- 
terminated,’ said the professor: ‘the 
whole situation is now very encourag- 
ing.’ It is not of the slightest advan- 
tage to the professor, but a disadvan- 
tage, to have the work to attend to, so 
the critics who have attacked the 
workers cannot criticise him. ‘I am 
working for the direct and real advan- 
tage of the State,’ he says, ‘and I 
should advise the State, according to 
my best judgment, to continue the work 
until the extermination has been made 
complete. I believe that the work of 
the past two years has demonstrated 
that the advice which I gave four years 
ago, in the report which was made to 


dictions have been verified in regard to 
the relative amounts of money which 
will be required for the complete ex- 
termination of the moth. No one has 
ever disputed my figures. . According 
to that basis, it would require three 
years. more with an appropriation of 
$200,000 a year, then five years with an 
appropriation of $100,000 a year, and 
then five years after tnat with an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 a year. That is 
the estimate of the amount necessary 
to complete the extermination of the 
moth absolutely. When the Legisla-

the board, was good and that the pre-| 


ress. The State should either go ahead 
with the work as it is now doing, or it 
should not appropriate another dollar 
for it. This matter is not like the 
Cape Cod Canal. If you stop work on 
the canal, what has been done will re- 
main, and you can take up the work 
where it was broken off. But if you 
stop the gypsy moth work the moths 
will not remain where you leave them.’ 

“Nearly every entomological expert 
in the country has examined the work 
done by the Gypsy Moth Committee. 
They are unanimous, every one of 
them, says Prof. Fernald, in approving 
the course which has been pursued in 
Massachusetts. Many of them, before 
coming to the State, thought that it 
would be impossible to exterminate the 
moth, but they are now satisfied that 
it can be done. Dr. Howard of Wash- 
ington, an expert entomologist in the . 
employ of the government, has been on 
the ground in three different seasons, 
and has made a careful study of the 
methods employed. Two years ago he 
spent a great deal of time looking over 
the territory. He has been on again 
recently and has written Prof. Fernald 
a letter agreeing entirely with his plan 
of operations, and saying that the State 


‘ought to complete the task of exterml!- 


nation. He wrote that, in spite of the 
fact that the moth had been discovered 
in two new places. this season—in 
Georgetown and Newton—he believed 
thatethe committee had become so ex- 
pert and had the situation so well in 
hand that there was no possible doubt 
of the complete success of the plan for 
utter extermination.” 


ABOUT BEES. 


Hunting for Bee Trees, 


EE hunting is the topic for cone 

siderable discussion in the last 

number of the Bee Keepers’ Re- 
view. The instructions are much _ the 
same as are generally given, the gen- 
eral idea being to find the direction the 
bees take from your bait, setting the 
bait farther along in that line until 
you get to or past the tree where the 
bees are, if necessary setting the bait 
out of the line so as to cross-line, 
With regard to seeing the bees at the. 
tree, J. D® Beasly says: 

“Never examine the body of the 
tree, but get the tree top between you 
and the sun and simply gaze through 
it into space. If you see insects flitting 
about the branches you may suspect 
they.are bees: and if thev move reg- 
ularly, as though they meant busi- 
ness, you may be sure your suspicions 
are correct.” 

Odor and color makes bees sting, 
says M. H. Mendelson, in Gleanings in 
Bee Culture. It is generally believed 
that certain odors irritate bees, but 
some dispute that color has any effect. 
Mr. Mendleson says he _ buys light, 
odorless clothes and has no trouble. A 
gray and a brown horse of his pasture 
off the grass among the bees, and the 
brown is often stung at a distance 
from the hives, while the gray is nevtr 
stung except when switching the flies, 


ORNAMENTAL TREES. 


A City's Shade. 


CCORDING to the estimates of 

the commissioners, about $40,000 

will be expended in planting new 
trees in the District next year. The 
expense of trimming the old foliage 
will be paid out of this fund. The 
amount sems very small when {the 
number of streets that are without 
shade trees are taken into considera-— 
tion.» The trees must be given con- 
stant attention by the Superintendent 
of Parking, and the employés are kept 
busy trimming and pruning from one 
end of the season to the other. 

The planting of new saplings next 
year will be carried on more exten- 
sively than it has been in the past, 
for the reason that a large number 
old trees were destroyed last summePf 
by the sever storms that were experi- 
enced in the city. 

The Parking Commission is perhaps 
one of the portions of the-District ‘gov- 
ernment about which the least is 
known.*The recent report. of the Su- 
perintendent of Parking ‘shows that 
two and one-half tons of leather @traps 
were purchased and used on all young 
trees in their boxes to prevent their 
coming in contact with the tops of the 
boxes and being girdled in the time of 
high winds. Because of the small 
amount of the appropriation, no wire 
was purchased for the purpose of pro= 
tecting the larger trees from injury by | 
horses eating them, but about ten 
thousand old wire guards which had 
become useless from many causes, 
being rusted out and badly broken, 
were removed, condemned, and carted 
to the dump. The work of loosening 
tight wires and readj-cNing them has 
been given the usual attention. 

Caterpillars appeared on the trees 
only in small numbers last season, and 
were promptly attacked and destroved 
at small cost.—[Washington City 
Times. 


Rare Plants. 

HE Santa Monica Forestry Station 
Ties furnished to the University a 

number of valuable seeds for distri- 
bution throughout the State. Among 
these are seeds of.the kai apple (ab- 
eria kaffra,) which reaches its perfec. 
tion in Southern California, and which, 
in frostiess localities, is an excellent 


hedge plant, and a useful fruit shrub. 
Stauntonia hexaphylla, a fine ever- 


green vine from Japan, fruited at the 


Santa Monica station 
again this season. 

Seeds of a number of rare acacias 
and eucalyptus have been collected at 
this station. About sixty new species 
of eucalyptus and acacias have been 
started in seed boxes at Santa Monica 
this season.—[Sacramento Bee.

COMIC, YET TRAGIC. 


HENRY NEISE DIES AFTER A 
“FUNNY” FIGHT. 


He Was Long and Lanky While His 
Opponent, Fred Bellerson, Was as 
Fat as a Hog—Five Rounds 
of Uproarious Laughter.. 


In the Sixth Round the Thin Man 
Was Floored and on Rising Was Sent 
Down Again—His Head Strikes © 
With Fatal Effect. 


The Knocker-out Escapes, but His Sec- 
onds and Two Others are Put Un- 
der Arrest—New Orleans and 
Tanforan Races. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 14.—Comedy and 
@ragedy were depicted in the arena of 
the St. Louis Athletic Club tonight. 
In the preliminary bout preceding the 
star contest between Tommy White, 
the 126-pound champion of the world, 
and “Kid” Broad of Cleveland, Henry 
Neise of St. Louis and Fred Bellerson, 
réputed to be the heavyweight cham- 
pion of Utah, went on for fifteen 
rounds. Neise was long and lanky, 
while Bellerson was fat,” 
combined weight approximating 400 
pounds. 

The performance of the men was so 
grotesque that roars of laughter 
greeted their efforts. No serious harm 


was done until the bell tapped for the) 


sixth round, in which, after a heavy 
exchange, Néeise was floored by a hard 
right hook on the jaw. He arose 
groggy, with his back to the Utah man, 
who, seeing his advantage, planted a 
terrific right-hand swing to the head, 
bringing Neise to the floor, his head 
striking with a dull'thud. He was car- 
ried “from the ring in an unconscious 
state and physicians were summoned. 

White and Broad then entered ‘he 
ring, and after fighting two rounds 
with honors even, were stopped by the 
police, who announced that Neise was 
dead. 

“Tim” Hurst and Manager Charles 
Whitney were immediately taken info 
custody. Bellerson escaped, but his 
seconds Were put under arrest. The 
physicians’ verdict was to the effect

HOBO BURGLARS. 


REGALED- THEMSELVES ON A

CITY ATTORNEY AND DILLON 
WILL CONSULT. 


An Effort to Establish the Validity | 


of the School and Water Bonds. 
Park Superintendent’s 
Report.

Heir to the Fuller Estate—Young Man 
to San Quentin—Miner Gets Dam- 
ages—Sergt.

The City Attorney left for New York 
yesterday to consult with John F. Dil- 
lon, the well-known bond lawyer, with 
reference to the legality of the school 
and water-bond issues. Mr. Haas ex- 
pects to be away about three weeks. 

The annual report of the condition | 
of the parks was read to the Park Com- | 
mission yesterday by Park Superin- 
tendent Garey. The report gives much 
data with reference to park work. It 
will be presented to the Council on 
Monday. 

City Engineer Olmsted has prepared 
some statistics with reference to tun- 
nel work in the city, its inception and 
development. The reports show that 
the work is now progressing satisfac- 
torily. 

Simon Rosenberger died at Pasadena 
on the 4th inst., leaving all of his $25,- 
000 estate to his three children. His 
will was filed for probate yesterday.

LAWYERS TO CONSULT. 


CITY ATTORNEY ON THE WAY TO 
NEW YORK CITY. 


Conference to Be Had With John 
F. Dillon in Regard to. the Bond 
Issues—Telegrams Sent Back and 
Forth—Park Superintendent Garey’s 
Annual Report—Tunnel Work. 


City Attorney Walter F Haas left 
for the East last night on the 6 o’clock 
Santa Fé limited train for the purpose 
of holding a conference with John F. 


| Dillon, the New York bond lawyer, 


who has. been retained by the city to 
assist in establishing the legality of 
both the school and water bonds. The 
City Attorney took with him a full 
transcript of all proceedings for the is- 
suance of the bonds, and copies of the 
complaints filed in the numerous cases 
now pending in the courts. 

At the secret conference of the Coun- 
cil held Wednesday afternoon, it was 
decided to retain Attorney Dillon and 
also to have Mr. Haas go to New York 
in order to inform the lawyer of the 
exact status of the bond litigation. 
Several suits are now pending in the 
Superior and Federal courts that in one 
way and another bear upon the va- 
lidity of the bond issues. The school 
bond issue of $200,000 and the water 
bond issue of $2,090,000 are at stake, and 
the Council believes it wise to make 
every effort to’establish the legality of 
the bonds. 

On Monday the City Attorney re- 
ceived the following telgram from the 
firm of Dillon & Hubbard, dated at 
New York: 

“Your telegram of the 9th inst. re- 
ceived. Without a copy of the records 
in all the cases now pending regarding 
the purchase of the waterworks and 
the issue of the proposed water bonds,. 
and also a copy of all the proceedings 
of the city with reference to their is- 
sue, we would not be able to give an 
unqualified opinion in favor of their 
validity.”’ 

In response to a return telegram au- 
thorized by the Councilmen on Mon- 
day, a second telegram—was received 
from Dillon & Hubbard on Wednesday 
by the City Attorney, as follows: 

“It is impossible to state in advance 
of an examination of the records and 
papers required whether we can give 
an unqualified opinion either for or 
against the validity of the water bonds. 
We may find questions so close that it 
may be wise to recommend judicial 
determination. If the city desires, we 
will act with you on the whole situa- 
tion, giving our best counsel. Jf we 
or the courts sustain the bonds, our fee 
will be, say, $2500. If the bonds cannot 
be issued we will charge one-half of 
this sum if we act. Advisable to have 
you come on.” 

The City Attorney expects to be away 
about three weeks. He will reach New 
York next Monday afternoon. 


PARK COMMISSION. 
SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 
Acting Mayor Silver presided at the 

regular meeting of the Park Commis- 
sion yesterday morning. The annual 
report of the condition of the parks wag 
presented by Park Superintendent An- 
drew T. Garey. It was ordered filed, 
and will be presented to the Council on 
Monday. The report refers to the im- 
provements that have been made in the 
parks of the city during the last year,

‘spray the trees every three or four 


weeks, from April to November. 
The salient feature of the report is 


tthe recommendation that steps be taken 


at once to give the parks an indepena- 
ent water supply. The lack of suffi- 
cient water to properly maintain the 
lakes and care for the lawns and shrub- 
bery is instanced in the case of nearly 
every park. The report sayse@that dur- 
ing the year just closed the department 
was without any water whatever for 
some of the parks, oftentimes from five 
to fifteen days at a stretch. This 
caused severe damage to the parks. It 
is suggested that the Park Commis- 


sion take up the matter before another 


summer and try and arrange for an in- 
dependent system, whereby the lakes 
may be kept well-filled and the over- 
flow used for irrigation, from which a 
considerable revenue might be derived 
by the city. 
PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

Those parks which are known as gen- 
eral parks, namely, Prospect, St. James, 
Central and Plaza, are reported in.good 
condition. During the year 28,222 plants 
were added to the number previously 
set out. 

The interest which the people of the 
Second Ward take in the improvement 
of Echo Park is mentioned in the re- 
port. When the land which it is pro- 
posed to add on the north and south 
has been included in the limits of the 
park, the territory will be about double 
what it now is. Several thousand 
plants and shrubs have been added 
during the year. ; 

Little has been done in the way 
of improvement at Griffith Park, 
owing to the lack of funds. A cut 
about 100 feet in length, four feet wi¢e 
and five feet deep was made ix he 
hillside of one of the cafions {sy te 
purpose of developing water. *ie# far 
about one-eighth of an inch Sas: Seen 
secured. 

Hollenbeck Park is referred to as one 
of the principal pleasure resorts in the 
city. The completion of the Traction 
street car line to the park during the 
year has mace it easy of access, and 
the park is daily becoming more popu- 
lar. Two aviaries have been estab- 
lished, and about 100 birds of different 
kinds are now kept at the park. The 
number of plants was increased during 
the year by 14,700, and 6100 square 
feet of lawn was sown. About 500 feet 
of stone wall has been nen 3 around 
the lake, and a storm drain put across 
St. Louis street. A concrete outlet has 
been built at the lower end of the lake 
to protect the dirt fill in Boyle avenue. 

The cost of maintenance of West- 
lake Park is stated to be larger in 
proportion to the size of the park than 
that of any other park in the city. 
This is due to the alkali in the soil. 
Each flower bed has to have the soil 
renewed at least once a year. Hand 
sprinkling has to be employed almost 
exclusively, as flooding tends to bring 
the alkali to the surface. . New lawn to 
the extent of 2100 square feet was added 
during the year, 620 rose bushes 
planted, and 14,715 plants of other kinds 
set out. 

The report states that Elysian Park, 
with its 500 acres of hill and dale. is 
destined to some dav become the great- 
est and most beautiful park of the city. 
The fine views commended from the 
hilltops and the possibilities of exten- 
sive improvement are touched upon. 
During the vear 2000 trees and palms 
have been planted in the park. of 
this number, 450 were ash; 235 rubber, 
250 box elder, 650 assorted deciduous 
shade trees, and 350 sundry phe 
About 6000 trees now grow in the park. 
About 1500 feet of roadway, 60 feet 
wide, has been built, and two miles 
of the driveway from Fremont gate 
kept sprinkled. Around Fremont gate 
plants to the number of 7928 have been 


et out. 
‘, Eastlake Park, which contains fifty- 


four acres, has been improved by the 
construction of two preparatory houses, 
having an area of 2000 square feet. In 
these houses the plants will be grown 
until they become of exhibition size, 
when they will be put in the main 
house. Croquet and tennis grounds 
are now being laid out. Plants to the 
number of 23,091 have been set out, 
The menagerie now contains 
forty-four animais, including black 
and, cinnamon bear, fox, catamount, 


deer, raccoon, wild cat, and yarious 


small animals and rodents. The nur- 
Sery department sent out 179,789 plants, 
and on November 30 still had-on hand 
73,211. 

A pipe line has been. laid from West- 
lake Park to the northeast corner of 
Sunset Park, but otherwise no im- 
provement work has been done on 
Sunset Park. Nothing has been done 
for the improvement of South Park, 
but the report states that it is the 
present intention of the department to 
plant the entire tract with shade trees 
this winter. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


The annual report of the secretary 
of the Board of Park Commissioners 
was filed with the board yesterday by 
J. F. Mendenhall, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Council next Monday. 
The report shows the condition of the 
various park funds on November 30 to 
have been as follows: Westlake Park, 
receipts, $12,283.87; expenditures, $%19,- 
442.67: Echo Park, receipts, $4512.29; 
expenditures, $2965.10; Elysian Park, re- 


ceipts, $12,250.79; expenditures, $11,- 
176.97; Hollenbeck Park. receipts, 
$4991.22; expenditures, $4892.77; Past- 


lake Park, receipte, $11,589.31; expendi- 
tures, $12,894.99: general nursery, re- 
ceipts, $3261.60: expenditures, $2799.91; 
Sunset Park, receipts, $947.92; expendi- 
tures, $909.94: South Park, $1447.03; ex- 
penditures, none; general parks, re- 
ceipts, $11,364.18: expenditures, $9740.05. 

The total receipts of the department 
from all sources for the year amount 
to $62,649.21, and the disbursements to 


to the credit of the parks. 


CITY TUNNEL WORK. 
FIGURES AND STATISTICS. 


City Engineer Olmsted has kept a 
very close watch of the progress made 
on the two tunnels that are now being 
dug in-the city. known as the Broad- 
way and Third-street tunnels, and 
has from time to time made inspec- 
tions of the work of construction. In 
view of the fact that the Third-street 
tunnel has nearly reached the stage 
when daylight will percolate through the 
hill, and that the work on the Broadway 
tunnel is now being begun, some of the 
figures that go to make up the history 
of the tunnels have been compiled in 
the form of data. 

The contract on the Third-street 
tunnel was awarded to C. L. Powell 
in December, 1898. The contract price 
was $88,449. There were twelve bids, 
and the reports on file in the engin- 
eer’s office say’ that the price was 
forced down to a figure which, even 
with the most careful management, 


any serious contingency might ruin the 
contractor. 

“That such a view was taken by 
Powell,” says the repo.t, “is evidenced 
by the fact that he assigned the con- 
tract to two other parties after two 
months’ work on the west approach. 
Minor changes had to be made in the 
plans to suit the whims of property- 
owners, and the contract with Powell 
was not signed up until February §&. 
Work began in March, and before long 
a serious disagreement began be- 
tween the contractor and the Engineer 
over certain sewer work which it was 
necessary to change. The contractor 
refused to live up to specifications in 
regard to the amount of cement used 
in manholes, and from that time work 
on the tunnel began to lag.”’ 

In May, Powell assigned the contract 
to Swensgen & Hill, and 
month work was resumed. Previous 
to June 1, 11,000 cubic yards of ma- 
terial was removed from the ap- 
proaches. Late in June, the concrete 
work on the retaining walls for the 
east end of the tunnel was commenced. 

“Swensen & Hill,” says the report, 
“sublet the work of excavation to A. 
E. Chaffey, who tried a digging ma- 
chine in the belief that by this means 
the work could be done cheaper than 
by manual labor. Three months were 
wasted in giving this machine a tria!. 
The machine was not a success and in- 
stead of breaking up and removing the 
material from the tunnel, it h the 
effect of breaking up and removing the 
contractor from the work. Since Sep- 
tember 20, when the assigns took up 
the work, it has progressed satisfac- 
torily.”’ 

Previous to December 1 of this vear. 
19,000 cubic yards of material have been 
removed from the approaghes, and 
4610 cubic yards excavated from the 
tunnel proper.

YOUNG WIFE LEFT OUT. 


ESTATE BEQUEATHED TO THREE 
CHILDREN. | 


An Aged Pasadena Man Dies and 
Does not Mention His Young Wife 
in His Will—An Alleged Ante-Nup- 
tial Agreement Disposes of Her With 
a Pittance—Contest Anticipated, 


A petition for the probate of the 
will of the late Simon Rosenberger, 
formerly of Philadelphia, was filed 
at the office of the County Clerk 
yesterday. Rosenberger’s estate is 
valued at about $25,000, and consists 
of $15,000 in mortgages that return 
an interest of about $900 a year, and 
According 
to his will, this property is be- 
queathed equally. to his two sons, 
Edmund 8. and William D., and his 
daughter, Mrs. Emma E. Paine. B 

Rosenberger left a surviving widow 
who is unaccounted for under the 
terms of the will, although a codicil. 
relates that he entered into an ante- 
nuptial agreement with her on Decem- 
ber 20, 1895, whereby she was to ac- 
cept $2000 in full satisfaction of any 
other claim she might have against 
the estate. 

“Tl desire that the terms of that 
contract be fully carried out and com- 
plied with by my executors,” says the 
deceased man in his codicil. 

But in addition to the provision 
made for her under the contract, he 
gives her his piano and one-half of 
all his household furniture, except his 
fine oil paintings, books and  book- 
case, cane, watch and jewelry, which 
were promised to the children. It Is 
anticipated that the young wife—she 
was 38 and her husband about 70 when 
he died—will institute a vigorous con- 
test to the will, feeling that the old 
man did not do right by her for some 
reason that she will undoubtedly try 
to account for. 

Rosenberger died at Pasadena on the 
4th inst. His will bears the date of 
November 28, 1884; the codicil is dated 
November 6, 1599, which was less 
than a month before he died. . The 
executors named in the will are the 
two sons, Edmund 8S. Rosenberger of 
Pasadena, and William D. Rosenberger 
of Philadelphia. It was subscribed to 
by E. E. Burr and Charles J. Klopp, 
both of Philadelphia, where also lives 
the daughter, Mrs. Emma. E. Paine. 
All the children are older than the 
surviving widow, Ursula Rosenberger, 
who is said to have been the old 
man’s third wife.

COLORED DIVE-KEEPERS MUST 
DO TIME OR PAY UP. 

Lou Simpson, president and manager 
of the “United Republican Club,” 4 
quasi political organization, which in 
réality was but an association of col- 
ored “sports,” was arrested yesterday 
by Officers Fowler and P. H. Murray 
and locked up in the City Jail to 
serve a sentence of 350 days for con- 
ducting a disorderly house. 

Simpson and several scores of vis- 
itors to the place over which he pre- 
sided, were arrested some months ago 
by the police, for unlawful revelry. 
Nearly all the visitors pleaded guilty 
to the charge of disturbing the peace 
and were fined $5 each by Justice Mor- 
gan. Simpson was convicted by a4 
jury of keeping a disorderly house, 
and was sentenced by Justice Mor- 
gan to pay $350 fine or undergo 350 
days’ imprisonment. He took an ap- 
peal from the sentence. to the Supe- 
rior Court, and Judge Smith lately 
rendered a decision, in which the 
judgment of the lower court was up- 
held. Simpson, all this time was out 
on bail. He was given a reasonable 
time in which to pay his fine, and as 
he failed to settle with the court, 


‘Officers Fowler and Murray took him 


into custody yesterday morning, and 
placed him behind the bars to serve 
out his sentence at the rate of one 
day’s imprisonment for every dollar 
of the fine which remains unpaid. 

Simpson offered to pay his fine in 
installments of $20 a month, but the 
offer was rejected. He had a con- 
ference with his attorney, ex-Police 
Judge D. C. Morrison, yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but so far as known, no way 
out of the difficulty was devised. It 
is probable, however, that Simpson 
will manage to pay at least part of 
his fine, as he values his time at more 
than $1 a day, and can earn several 
times that amount if granted his lib- 
erty. His friends consider him too 
good a business man to spend nearly 
a year in jail working out a paltry 
fine of $350.

Southern 
California mission style of buildings, 
as exemplified by the terra cotta col- 
ored cement facade, heavy tile roof, in-

To the east an opening from the 
hall communicates directly with a 
spacious masonry enclosed patio, with 
an octagonal pagoda building at the 
confluence of two inclosing arcades— 
an inviting and secluded spot for the 
enjoyment of an aftérnoon tea to the 
music of a gurgling fountain in the 
center of the court. 

The decorators and furnishers now 
at work have for their subject matter 
the decoration of the reception-room 
in moss green interspersed with pink 
and gold.

Story hall, as an antithesis, is Indian. 
A family sitting-room of Indian color 
and design, Indian in the many articles 
of wicker ware, curios, blankets and 
rugs, is also the nucleus to the usual 
second-story suites of domestic apart- 
ments. 

The entire building is replete with 
the adjunctive necessaries to buildings 
.of this class, and in all, even to mi- 
nor degrees, the trend of the uncon- 
ventional is manifested, objective to the 
creation of an ideal home for this cli- 
mate. 

Mrs. Posey during her recent travy- 
els, has gathered much in Europe in 
the line of curios, pictures, bric-a-brac 
and so forth, for her residence, and in 
her original conceptions of a home has 
been seconded in the efforts of her 
architects, Eisen & Hunt.

RAILROADS REPLY. 
REGARDING INCREASED = MINI- 
MUM ON CITRUS FRUITS. 


The Chamber of Commerce has _ re- 
ceived letters from the Southern Pacific 


‘and Santa Fé Railway companies in re- 


ply to communications addressed to 
those corporations last month in refer- 
ence to the increased minimum carload 
weight on citrus fruits. 

The transportation companies main- 
tain that the charge on the 26,000-pound 
minimum is not unreasonable for the 
service rendered, and express their be- 
lief that such a weight will carry 
safely in the equipment now being fur- 
nished. 

It is claimed by the railroad com- 
panies that the increase in the mini- 
mum has not increased the charge for 
100 pounds, nor for one box, and fig- 
ures are given to show that in the 
forty-foot car with a 26,000 pound min- 
imum ee one are 371 more cubic feet of 
air space than in the thirty-six-foot 


lots, from continuing to do so. In sub- 
stantiation of this claim attention is 
called to the result. of the increased 
minimum on potatoes, canned goods 
and dried fruits. 

Another plea in favor of the increased 
minimum is the great weight of the re- 
frigerator cars used in the fruit service 
and the growing necessity of returning 
the cars empty to California, owing to 
inability to secure loads for them. In 
this . connection it is added that the 
margin of profit is now smaller than 
when the business was handled in fruit 
cars on a 20,000 pound minimum. 

Attention is called to the work of 
the transportation companies in facili- 
tating the marketing of citrus fruits by 
diverting cars without additional 
charge, which, it is claimed, is done at 
considerable expense and much risk. 

The carriers insist that in no part of 
the country have the interests of ship- 
pers been so- well guarded as in Cali- 
fornia.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SPICES IN HISTORY. From the 
very earliest historical aecounts of. the 
commerce of nations, says the Epi- 
cure, it appears that those which pos- 
sessed the greatest wealth controlled 
the spice trade of the world. 

Of cloves in Europe we hear first 
about 175-180 A.D., in the reign of the 
Emperor Aurelian, when they are men- 
tioned in history as imported into 
Alexandria from India, the Isthmus of 
Suez and the Red Sea forming then, as 
now, the great water highway along 
which flowed the traffic of the East. 

By the Javanese’ they were taken 
from the Moluccos, their native land, 
to the peninsula of Malacca, thence 
they were transported to Calicut, the 
once-famous capital of Malahar. 

From here they ventured to the west- 
ern shores of India, and crossing the 
Arabian Sea, found their way up the 
Red Sea to the Egyptian ports, and 
from there the way to European coun- 
tries was easy. In England, as late as 
the fifteenth century, they were occa- 
sionally sold for $10 per pound—a 
higher price, as one chronicler of those 
times tells us, than was asked for a 
good, fat sheep. 

So well does the clove tree bear 
transplanting that it thrives like a 
native growth in the ‘islands of the 
West Indies, and on the Guiana coast, 


in Bourbon and in Zanzibar, in Su- 
matra, Bencoolen, Penang and Re- 
union. 


The cloves from Amboyana are the 
thickest, darKest and heaviest that we 
get: those of Bencoolen are of lighter 
brown-in -color-and more pungent. 

The Penang are longer in the buds, 
which are of a pale: brown color, of 
very great strength, and are deemed 
superior by ‘English druggists. © 

The clove tree belongs to the order 
of Myartaceae, which includes. in its 
family the guava, the pomegranate and 
the rose apple. And the name “clove” 
is from the French word “clou,”” which 
means nail. The tree is a beautiful 
evergreen, which frequently grows to 
a height of from forty to fifty feet, 
having large oblong leaves and crimson 
flowers growing at the end of small 
branches in clusters of from ten to 
twenty. 

At the first forming of the cloves they 
are white, then light green, and finally 
bright red when they are gathered. 
The gathering process is an interest- 
ing though simple one. Beneath the 
trees are spread pieces of white cloth, 
and then with bamboo sticks the tree 
is gently shaken till all the cloves drop. 

Then they are dried in the sun, being 

turned and tossed about daily,:till they 
acquire the rich black color that pro- 
claims them ready for their travels. 
The bearing life of a clove tree is about 
60 years; it begins to bear at the age of 
10 years, if everything has gone well 
with it, and continues its good work 
till the age of 75 years, after which it 
sort of goes into a decline. 
. Two crops a year it yields—one fn 
June, the other In December. Hot sea- 
sons with but little rain are prayed 
for by the natives who depend upon the 
clove crop, but the gift of a little fog 
each day is invoked by them, for fog is 
said to improve the flavor of cloves to 
a great degree. 

Tt is said_that more cloves are con- 
sumed in America than in any other 
country. England comes next on the 
list, with France a close follower. 


DOCUMENTARY STAMPS. The In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner has 
made a new ruling by which on and 
after this date. December 15, all inter- 
nal-revenue stamps of a documentary 
nature and costing 10 cents and over, 
besides being written over with the in- 
itials of the maker of the document and 
the date. must be mutilated by having 
three cuts made across the face of each 
and running nearly all the way across.

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.}) 


NEW YORK, Dec. H:—Expectations of a 
further stress of liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket were not disappointed this morning. Heavy 
offerings were thrown upon the market from 
the outset, and the brokers were very bold 
and determined in offering prices down., But 
it was obvious that there was not so acute 
a pressure of necessity upon the market to 
realize as was the case yesterday, and several 
developments over night helped to encourage 
a support of prices. The market therefore 
may at any time take on extreme demoraliza- 
tion of yesterday, as was feared, and about 
midway of the session, the bears had re- 
linquished their position and were willing to 
‘‘roar you as gently as a sucking dove.’’ The 
conflict of speculative interests was a flerce 
one before the issue was decided, and prices 
moved both ways at once in the opening mar- 
ket and never long in one direction The de- 
termined support in Sugar was a notice to the 
bears from the outset that they were not to 
have things all their own way, and though 
they wiped out Sugar’s opening rise in short 
order and made heavy inroads at other points 
in the industrial list, and even forced St. 
Paul a half point below yesterday’s low level 
for the year, the absorptive power of the 
steady buying demand proved too much for 
the reactionists. Subsequent attacks were 
made upon the iron and steel stocks, the New 
York City specialties and, in fact, upon ev- 
ery stock where any information could 
held of a heavy account on the long side, with 
the hope of wiping out margins and forcing 
liquidations. The success achieved must have 
been very moderate, judging from the almost 
complete recoveries which were caused in 
nearly all cases when the shorts began to 
cover. It was noticeable, on the other hand, 
that the buying demand died away at the 
higher level of prices achieved. This eneour- 
aged renewed efforts by the bears up to the 
period of the last reaction, when they re- 


closing was firm near the top level at substan- 
tial net gains all through the list. The out- 
look in the London market ‘continued to offer 
the keynote to the speculative situation. The 
failure to advance the official rate of discount 
by the Bank of England in itself offered a 
suggestion of. relief from yesterday’s appre- 
hension of gold exports from here, though the 
belief continued during the morning that gold 
would go out by Saturday’s steamers. The 
Treasury Department's offer to forego the re- 
bate hitherto demanded before anticipating the 
payment of January 1 interest had a senti- 
mental effect in strengthening the market. The 
total amount of interest involved is $5,500,000 
and its availability, it is believed, would make 
the withdrawal of any gold for export less felt. 
Then came the buoyant outburst in the Eng- 
lish market on the widely-disseminated rumor 
of the relief of Ladysmith and an alleged cap- 
ture of Boers. This served to brighten the 
feeling in London occasioned by a heavy de- 
mand for Americans. Orders were cabled to 
long after the usual hours and 
total purchases for the dav were 
run up to 60,000 shares. Sterling exchange re- 
sponded with a drop of over .% in the pound 
Additional gold was received here today by 
the branches of Canadian banks. The: relief 
thus afforded to fears of gold shipments was 
the dominant factor tn the late strength of the 
market.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—The Commercial Ad- 
vertiser’s London financial cablegram says: 
“This was an emotional day on the Stock Ex- 
change here. It began flat on the news of the 
losses sustained by Gen. Methuen and dear 
money.

Near 4 p.m., it 
was stated on the board that the War Office 
confirmed the news and this created buoyancy 
and a great hubbub, during which little could 
be bought. The sensation continued in the 
street, but profit-taking \sales caused a relapse, 
increased by the announcement that the War 
Office had not confirmed the Ladysmith rumor, 
or the sensational stories of heavy Boer losses. 
Consols were 191% to 102%. Americans opened 
weak, being sold for a quarter of an hour. 
There was free buying of them in the after- 
noon on the expectation that New York would 
buy on the war rumor. New York, however, 
sold, causing a setback. Near the close again 
the market boomed, finally easing on the 
street. Spanish 4s were 66%; Tintos, 43%@45; 
Anacondas, 7%; Utahs, 6%. The bank bought 
£15,000 of gold in French coin and £5000 in 
bars, the first bars

THE METAL TRADE. 


REVIEW OF CONDITIONS. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Discussing the condl- 
tion of the iron and metal trade, the Iron Age 
says: ‘Our monthly blast-furnace statistics 
show that we entered the month With coke and 
anthracite furnaces producing at the rate of 
289, 500 tons weekly, an increase of 8000 tons 
over November 1. In other words, we are 
making now at the rate of 15,000,000 gross tons 
per annum. During the month reported fur- 
nace stocks increased about five thousand tons, 
but on the other hand stocks in warrant yards 
declined 6000 tons. On December 1 the inde- 
pendent furnaces were carrying a stock of 95,000 
tons, or a little over three days’ consumption 
at its present rate. Under what pressure the 
iron industry is working is shown by the fact 
that in the Central West, including Pittsburgh, 
the valleys, the Wheeling district, the Chicago 
district, Missouri and ~the Northwest, there 
were in blast ninety-seven furnaces, producing 
weekly 170,345 tons of pig iron, while only five 
were out, with a canacity of 5465, and every one 
of the latter is simply out ‘for repairs. In the 
next three months three new furnaces are ex- 
pected to begin operations, whose capacity 
should reach 12,000 tons weekly. Practically 
every ton of the fron which all these furnaces 
can make during the first half of 1990 is sold. 
Last week a leading consumer in the Pitts- 
burgh district purchased about forty @housand 
tons of Bessemer pig at $24, valley furnace, 
which closed out the last available for the first 
half of 1900. It is understood that the same in- 
terest and other large companies in the same 
rection have been taking large blocks of basic 
pig also. In foundry irons the situation is 
somewhat different. There is some increase in 
stocks in many of the districts, and there is 
good reason for believing that some concessions 
have been made. The conviction seems general 
that the ton notch has been reached: for the 
present. While a number of foundries have 
withdrawn from the market, some appear to 
believe in the future. We hear of one contract 
for 500 tons monthly, delivery beginning in 
April and continuing to the end of the year. 
We also note a sale of about sixtv-five hun- 
dred tons to an indenendent cast-iron pipe 
founder. In the steel market. Birmingham re- 
ports a sale of 6000 tons on private terms. From 
Pittsburgh comes the news of sales of Bessemer 
and open-hearth billets and slabs to the extent 
of about forty thousand tons for 1900 delivery 
at $%6 for the Bessemer and $41 for the open- 
hearth material. It is well known that some 
large requirements for billets for the first half 
of 19M are still uncovered. but apparently sell- 
ere and buvers are too far apart. Lately offers 
for export have come to hand which would. net 
about $29 to $30 free on board Atlantic shipping 
nort. As vet. however. nothing has heen done. 
There has been a little more activity in the 
rail trade. Fastern mills have nlaced about 
twenty thousand tons in lots, while the Chicago 
market has closed for one lot of 20.900 tons, 
the same parties placing also about ten thous- 
and tons of bridge matertal. Regarding the 
porition of the market in a number of finished 
solline-mill products, reports are somewhat 
conflicting. In some quarters a revival in buv- 
ing is observed: in others. prices seem to be 
regarded as easier, since the mills are hunting 
for work to some extent. The week has been 
an eventful one tn the metal markets, and 
notably so in pig tin, which declined under 
Tondon realizing down to for fntures, rallv- 
ine slightly toward the ctose. Copner is now 
onenly auoted at 18%c for lake and 14%c for 
electrolvtic. Lead has become stronger, while 
spelter has heen somewhat erratic with an up- 
ward tendency. Nickel is rerorted to have sold 
as low as 28c per unit in oxide form.’’

LITIGATION OVER THE ESTATE OF 
THOMAS J. COOK. 
Mother of the Man Who Was Killed 
by His Wife Sues the Latter and 
the Administrator—Interesting Re- 
sults Pro d—Luther Hungerford 
Insane on His Ranch Near Norwalk, 


SANTA ANA Dec. 14.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A case was filed in the 
Superior Court of this county today 
which promises’ sensational results. 
The suit is brought-by Mrs. Elizabeth 
. Phillips, mother of T. J. Cook, the peat 
land rancher who was killed about five 
months ago by his wife, to quiet title 
to a valuable ranch in the peat lands, 
and makes Mrs. Katie Cook (wife of 
the deceased,) Henry Pope, administra- 
tor,and E. H. Winans, defendants in 
the suit. 

The complaint alleges that T. J. Cook 
deeded the ranch to Mrs. Cook, October 
18, 1898, in trust, and that Mrs. Cook 
reconveyed the property to Cook, -Au- 
gust 1, 1899, but that this second con- 
veyance was not made a matter of 
record, and that on or about August 28 
Mrs. Cook shot and killed her husband. 
The complaint further alleges’ that 
Mrs. Cook since the death of her hus- 
band has mortgaged a large portion of 
the property, and that she is holding 
out to the world that She is the sole 
owner of the property; that Henry 
Pope, administrator of the estate, has 
failed and refused to take possession of 
large 
amount of personal property, on the 
ground that all of it is the sole prop- 


| erty to his daughter, Mrs. Cook, and 


that the .administrator, therefore, is 
not in charge of the said real and per- 
sonal property as Jaw and his duty as 
such administrator require. The com- 


] Plaint alleges that Mrs. Phillips is the 


sole surviving parent of T. J. Cook, and 
as such succeeds the deteased in the 
ownership of a full undivided one-half 
interest in all his real and personal 
property. The court is asked to enjoin 
the defendants from selling, mortgag- 
ing or disposing of any portion of the 
real or personal property until the in- 
terests of the various claimants are 
established in court. 

The suit is of particular interest at 
this time, as it is claimed, by parties 
closely identified with the*case that 
the prosecuton will endeavor to show 
that Mrs. Cook had another motive, 
other than that which she has already 
been credited with, for killing her hus- 
band, 

The charge of murder against Mrs. 
Cook is still pending in the Superior 
Court, her health being such that a 
postponement from time to time has 
been necessary. 

HUNGERFORD CRAZY. 

Word was-received here yesterday 
that Luther Hungerford, one of the 
murderers of James M. Gregg of Buena 
Park, and whose case was recently dis- 
missed from the Superior Court, on a 
technicality, has become violently in- 
sane, and that he has to be constantly 
guarded by two men.

JURY. 


Accounts of Present County Of- 
ficials Found to Be Regular—Im- 
provements in County Institutions 
Suggested — Thirteen Indictments 
Returned—What the Jury Cost. 


SAN BERNARDINO Dec, 14.— 
(Regular Correspondence.) The grand 
jury, which was impaneled October 23. 
submitted its final report to Judge 
Campbell and was discharged. The 
jury was in session fifteen days. The 
expenses, consisting of $2 a day and 
mileage fees, amounted to $993.65. The 
salaries of ten experts, employed at 


making the total cost of the jury 
$2176.30, not including the expenses of 
witnesses, 

The report contains nothing of a 
startling nature. The records and 
books of the present county officials 


records of the work of the Coroner, 
prior to January 1, 1899, the report 
States, “manifest extreme carelessness 
and neglect. In some instances, cer- 
tificates of inquest were not filed, as 
provided by statute, nor are receipts 
for effects and moneys found on the 
person, in hand.’ The books of the 
present Coroner, Dr. Thompson, are re- 
ported as being “carefully and cor- 
rectly kept.” The report “earnestly 
requests” that the State Legislature 
provide funds for building a large wing 
to the Highland asylum. It is sug- 
gested that “the brick can be made by 
the inmates at a small cost, thereby 
reducing the cost of the building.” 
Among other recommendations made 
are: That @ cottage be built for the 
superintendent of the County Hospital, 
at a cost not to exceéd $2500; that 
canvas suits be provided for the jailor, 
to make possible a temporary change 
while the clothes of vagrants are be- 
ing properly cleansed; that the Board 
of Supervisors take vigorous measures 
to protect: the cattle industry. The 
jury further reports that ‘Texas fever 
has appeared in our county, to the 
great injury of this department of our 
farmers.” The jury investigated all 
complaints brought before it; examined 
forty-nine witnesses and returned thir- 
teen indictments.

LOOPHOLE FOR SALOONS. 
EVASION OF THE LAW MADE 
EASY BY FHE COURTS. 
Justice Austin yesterday, on motion 
of Deputy District Atiorney Chambers, 
dismissed the ‘complaint against Louis 


Rees; proprietor of ,the Castle saloon, 
at Seventh and Main streets, charged 
with violation of the closing ordinance, 
Mr. Chambers founded his motion on 


a decision ‘made by Justice Morgan 


seyeral days ago in a similar case, In 


each case the evidence which the peo- 
ple had to offer Was to the effect that 
persons other than the proprietor or 
employés: of the saloon Were found in 
the place between the hours of 1 and 6 
a.m. Justice Morgan held that this 
did not constitute a violation of the 
ordinance, which mentions ‘entrance 
and exit” of persons other than the 
proprietor or employés, during forbid- 
den hours, as being unlawful. As the 
persons in the saloon, when the police 
interfered, had gained ingress before 


the lawful clesing hour, and had not 
made egress at all, the court held that 
the letter of the ordinance had not been 
violated. 

Under this construction of the ordi- 
@ance, saloon men “will henceforth 
have ltth rouble in doing business 
at all hours‘without fear of molesta- 
tion by the police. The only necessary 
precaution for them to observe will 
be to see that persons who gain ingress 
to the saloon between the hours of 
1 and 5 a.m., do not leave the place 
before the latter hour. Persons who 
gain ingress before 1 a.m., can leave 
at any time after that hour without 
subjecting the proprietor of the saloon 
to liability of arrest for breaking the 


w. 

If the little word ‘or’ had been used 
fnstead of “and” in the wording of 
the ordinance, it would not be so easy 
to circumvent the spirit of the law in 
' eases of this kind. There is a vast dif- 
ference between “entrance and exit,” 
and “entrance or exit,’”’ and it is prob- 
able that an effort will be made to 
amend the ordinance by 
the latter conjunctive phrase for the 
former. The provisions of the law for- 
bidding sales of liquor are not af- 
fected by the ruling.
